Modifies Stand 
On Riots Film 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb, 11. 
—(A.P.)— Mayor George Chris- 
topher yesterday modified his 
indorsement of the controver- 
sial film of last May’s City 
Hall riots and added: 

“Personally, I’d like to for- 
get the entire issue.*’ 

The mayor had said Wed- 
nesday that the motion pic- 
ture— “Operation Abolition” — 
was an authentic and accurate 
recording of the incidents that 
occurred during hearings by 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee. 

Christopher amended this 
yesterday to say he could 
vouch for the photographic 
material but not for the nar- 
rative commentary. 

Leaders of five student or- 
ganizations accused Christo- 
pher Thursday of irresponsi- 
bility in his indorsement of the 
film. 

Mayor Christopher told re- 
porters yesterday that a three- 
member committee called on 
him Thursday and suggested 
that he withdraw his state- 
ment concerning the film. 

They were Episcopal Canons 
Richard Byfield and Darby 
Betts and Ben Seaver, an of- 
ficial of the American Friends 
Service Committee. 

Christopher said he declined 
to do so, but said he had told 
them that although some of 
the events depicted in the 
film were not necessarily in 
sequence, he still felt there 
had been a violation of the 
Aw.

Star Witnesses 


Editor, The Sun: 

Letters to the Sun by Mrs. Mary Mur- 
dach (Jan. 24) and D. A. Papineau (Jan. 
26) have, prompted this comment on the 
house un-American activities committee 
and its recent controversial propaganda 
effort “ Operation Abolition.” 

Mr. Papineau wrote that “apparently 
Mrs. Murdach has missed the point.” But 
the open-minded Mrs. Murdach realized 
something which Mr. Papineau did not 
understand. She saw through the film into 
the real motivation behind it: the tenuous 
validity, constitutionality, and position of 
the HUAC and, on the part of its members, 
a growing feeling of a need ^for self- 
justification. 

By law the committee is directed to 
make investigations and gather informa- 
tion “that would aid congress in any ne- 
cessary remedial legislation.” However v 
„ the committee often appears to be more*? 
* like a traveling dramatics company than! 
a respectable congressional investigating 
committee, for a few star actors or wit-j 
i nesses generally travel with the committee 
to the theater of each investigation. One 
of these takes the stand, usually admits 
his former communist activities, and then 
“comes clean,” dramatically releasing a 
list of suspected names, which the com- 
mittee already has in its secret files. 

Another star witness who traveled with 
the committee more than three years in 
the period from 1956 to 1960 was a U.S. 
mail clerk whose job was supposedly 
handling and checking imported commu- 
nist material. Part of his role in each 
production of the drama was to bring in 
a large mail sack, break the seal, and sen- 
sationally spill the contents on the floor 
of the hearing room while the committee 
members looked on with surprise and 
great ^concern. At the May, 1960, San Fran- 
cisco hearing the mail materials used were 
dated 1958. These actors supposedly reveal 
a great communist conspiracy in opera* 
tion. Why, if the committee already ha i 
this information, does it find it necessary 
to bring these same star witnesses t> 
■nearly every hearing across the country) 


Looking back into American history we 
think now that the seventeenth centurf 
Salem witch trials were ridiculous, and we 
laugh at many lof the kangaroo courts 
(like, the McCarthy hearings) which seem t 
but passing follies of the moment. But 
the existence of the house un-American 
activities committee has passed the stage 
of farce. It is an actual, not just - a po- 
tential, threat to the basic liberties of the 
American people. Its hearings are con- 
trived; its very existence is a pervasion of 
the constitution. Chief Justice Warren has 
declared the committee ill-conceived and 
its activity worthless and harmful. 

In this time of struggle against totali- 
tarian communism we must affirm the 
I validity of. human rights and freedom. 

; The HUAC in its existence and tactics is 
; a threat to our freedom. May we not 
1 unwittingly destroy our own freedom in 
our fight against communism? Rather let 
' us affirm our faith in the freedom for 
which we stand. ^

Churches held January 29 , 1961 , at the First Methodist Church, Seattle, 
HIGHLIGHTS were as follows J 

(1) A half-hour report and conversation, done with humor and insight, 
on the December Assembly of the National Council of Churches.

(7) Gave recognition to the many volunteers who rendered service in, to, 
and through the Council in I960 in 14 categories of activity, and 
presented a citation to retiring president, Dr. Paul J. Raver. 

(8) Gave recognition to 171 churches for contributions from church budgets, 
church members, and church organizations in I960 for the Council of 
Churches and Friends of Youth, Inc, 

( 9 ) Heard a statement re. two communism films which have been circulated 
widely in the Seattle area recently. 


ON DEALING WITH 
COMMUNISM AND 


ANT I-CGMMUNISM 


On the reverse side is a brief statement of reasons why nine Protestant 
ministers felt called upon to speak out against two films on communism. 
To do so raises the hazard that we will be labelled "pro-communist," or 
"communist dupes." If our conclusion had been to endorse the films, we 
would also have been labelled by some, perhaps, as "neo-fascists." To 
remain silent could mean that we were not qualified to be moral and 
spiritual leaders. To speak out like this, no matter what one says, is 
to arouse either the extreme left or extreme right. This means that the 
ones in the middle are often immobilized. We eschew such labels, and 
exorcise the fear of them. We do not propose to follow any "party line"- 
but to hew to our basic proposition, namely, that .a more positive and 
Christian approach is needed if we are really to meet the menace of 
communism and totalitarianism, without as well as within. 
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Some of us have gotten involved in trying to deal with the dangers of communism. It w a 
serious menace — let there be no mistake. Some are satisfied to use any tools that arouse 
concern in the general public. Others want to make sure that the tools we use do not ad- 
vance the cause of communism, contrary to our intentions. If ever we needed rational and 
clear thinking in our national life, it is now. 

It is for these reasons that some of us have become critical of two films being circulated 
widely, including some churches. There are respected people on both sides in their evalu- 
ation of these films. Unfortunately, there are also some individuals on both sides not so 
well thought of. This makes a choice rather difficult. 

Where does the truth lie? From what we know, and the sources of information which we re- 
spect, there is a real question as to the accuracy of the films — not the validity of the 
over-all story of the advances of communism, but the facts as presented in these pictures 
and sound-tracks. Here are a few of many illustrations that could be cited: 

(1) The quotation supposedly outlining communist world strategy, attributed to Lenin in 
„ "Communism on the Map," cannot be found in any of his writings, according to corres- 

~~~ pondence from the Library of Congress. So says Jack Mabley, respected churchman known 
to this writer, Chicago suburban village council president, and front-page columnist 
in the Chicago Daily News (December 8, 1958), 

(2) The filmstrip states that because communist agents have infiltrated most nations of 
the world , therefore, the communists can take over in these places whenever the occa- 
sion is right. The film does not point out that the United States also has an exten- 
sive network of espionage agents, as indeed it should for national security. But the 
question is one of judgment as to whether these countries, many of them our allies, 
are as ready to fall to Soviet Russia as the film implies. We believe the filmstrip 
overstates, if not distorts, the situation. 

( 3 ) The film also implies that our Presidents, from Franklin D, Roosevelt through Dwight 
D, Eisenhower, have given aid, direct and indirect, to the conquests of communism and 

, to the disadvantage of our nation. We believe such implications are exaggerated, if 

not misleading. If true, why did not the Congress impeach them, or suggest the possi- 
[ bility? 

( 4 ) The "Operation Abolition" motion picture was admitted to have distortions by the West 

1 Coast Director of the House Unamerican Activities Committee (William Wheeler) in re- 

sponse to questioning on "The Goodwin Knight Show" on KC OP-TV in Los Angeles on 

August 9, I960. Mr. Knight .was formerly Republican Governor of the State of California. 

(5) The. Sheriff of San Francisco County reported on a public telecast that the students 

in the so-called riots -did not provoke the violence of which they are accused - ; Though 
the film sound-track makes this charge, no pictures are shown to support it. Rather 
the film fails to show police brutality reported by the San Francisco Chronicle . Oak- 
land Tribune . and other newspapers. Police handling which the film does show could 
well be used in Soviet propaganda against us. 

(6) Judge Axelrod, Presiding Judge of the Municipal Court in San Francisco, when he dis- 

' missed the charges against 67 of the 68 arrested people, said: "The defendants for 

the most part are clean-cut American college students who will within the next few 
years enter into the business and professional worlds, and many of them, I am sure, 

► will become leaders in their respective fields • I am convinced that they are not en- 

gaged in subversive activities nor in spreading subversive propaganda." The film 
gives the contrary opinion by calling them "communist dupes."

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STA TEMENT RE. THE PH, MS. "COMMUNISM ON THE MAP 11 AND "OPERATION ABOLITION" 

(NOTES This statement is issued by the persons listed below as individuals only. These are 
personal views and not official expressions of their church bodies. PLEASE DO NOT CONFUSE 
THE TWO.) 

Let there be no mistake about our deep concern over the rise and spread of international 
communism — and its potential threat to our free way of life. 

We encourage the use of all legitimate means by which the truth may be told. We believe, 
however, that the use of material such as the films, "Communism on the Map" and "Operation 
Abolition," which mix truth and falsehood, are not among these means. 

We abhor communism as an ideology and a social system. But we believe that to propagate 
half-truth, to arouse emotional hysteria, to demean our national leaders and our allies, and 
to cut off the possibility of reconciling relationships even with those who threaten our 
existence is contrary to the will of God. 

The churches of America are concerned not only with totalitarian opponents of freedom, but 
also with moral enemies from within — suspicion, misrepresentation, manipulation, and poten- 
tial military-industrial dominance of which President Eisenhower warned us in his farewell 
message to the nation. The attitudes which these films can arouse in people may well in- 
crease the dangers both external and internal which we are all seeking to combat. 

We are grieved that some Christian leaders are promoting the use of these films. We do not 
deny their right to do soj and we are not suggesting that the films be supressed. But we do 
urge church members, as well as the general public, to ask themselves whether these pictures 
are the American answer to communist propaganda. 

We believe there is a more positive and Christian approach to dealing with imperialistic 
Marxism, and challenge ourselves and our churches to lead the way. The Greater Seattle 
Council of Churches is already involved in two projects in this regards (l) a series of 
monthly meetings this Spring on the general theme "Christian Responsibility for Freedom," 
and (2) cooperation with the Lutheran Film Associates and a local committee in promotion of 
the magnificent film "Question Seven," which tells the unsettling story of the Protestant 
churches’ creative resistance to Communist authorities in Eastern Germany. This film is 
scheduled for a Seattle premiere March 10-19 in a major downtown theater. It is our answer 
to the two films to which we object. We hail all efforts along this line, and pledge our 
support and assistance. 

We address ourselves primarily to our fellow Christians, for we have this common purpose: to 

exalt Jesus Christ as Lord of both the Church and the world. 

But we would speak also to all who seek to pursue truth, righteousness, and the ultimate 
triumph of freedom and the good life for all people everywhere. 

Let not our methods endanger the lofty ends which we seek .

Unfortunately, there is some truth in what the 
party’s spokesman has said. There has been a limited 
. “breakthrough” as far as the efforts of the Com- 
munist Party to infiltrate youth and student groups 
in this country are concerned. It is attributable nei- 
ther to chance nor to a stroke of good luck for the 
party. Instead, it is the result of careful planning and 
a concentrated effort by the party. 

Campaign Began in 1959 

In 1959, the Communist Party, USA, launched a 
major campaign with youth as its target. On May 30 
and 31, 1959, approximately 20 young Communists 
from New York City, Baltimore, Chicago, Detroit, 
Los Angeles, and Philadelphia attended a conference 
with national leaders of the party at party head- 
quarters in New York City. The purpose of the meet- 
ing was to devise a program to attract young blood — 

[ teenagers, , students, and working youth — to the 
ranks of the party. | 

After those May 1959 conferences, campuses 
throughout the Nation became prime targets fo: 1 
Communist infiltration and recruitment efforts. T/h< 
party began operating what amounted to a regular 
lecture bureau, with party spokesmen seizing every 
opportunity to project their views on campuses 
across the country. 

To establish a closer link between the party and 
its youth groups, two of the most promising and 
active young Communists, Mortimer Daniel Rubin 
and Danny Queen, were included on the party’s na- 
tional committee. A longtime party functionary, Hy- 
man Lumeiywas relieved of all responsibility in youth 
affairs, and Rubin was given full responsibility for 
this phase of party activity. A new Marxist youth 
organization, Advance, was organized in New York 
City. A drive is currently underway to establish a 
new Marxist youth publication, “New Horizons.” 

Trap for Students 

The plans for the format of “New Horizons” re- 
veal the nature of the trap Communists are setting 
for campus students. Reporting on the proposed for- 
mat to the party’s national executive committee re- 
cently, Rubin pointed out that “New Horizons” will 
not be labeled a Marxist publication. The purpose of 
this is to avpid too close identification with the Com- 
munist Party. But it will, he said, give a “Marxist 
analysis of the youth movement and a socialist, 

• Marxist-Leniiiist outlook,” He expressed the convic- 
tion that it would be extremely effective in closing 
t he gap b etween what he termed democr atic y outh 
and^rirtfouth on the left. ■ v ' •

Youth Victimized ^ L ^ 

Particularly unfortunate is the fact that many 
youth and student groups in our Nation Today 
totally unaware of the extent to which ®ey : ^ 
victimized and exploited by Communists. The said-; 
proof of this fact was nowhere more apparent than 
in municipal court in San Francisco on. Jmie 1, 1960, 
when Judge Albert A. Axelrod dismissed riot charges 
, against 62 of the persons arrested as . a result of . the : 
mob violence which erupted during demonstrations, 

’ protesting the hearings held in that city by the House ; 
Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA):, May 
12-14, 1960. . \: ;,V ; 

The judge pointed out that there were ample 
grounds for conviction in the cases involving the 62 
defendants, most of whom were college students, 
but he added that the defendants were, for the most 
part, “clean-cut American college students”- who 
could well be haunted for the rest'Ofrt^ 
the stigma which a conviction would attach to them. 
In response to this action on the part of the judge, : 
58 of the defendants signed a statement distributed ; 
immediately after he had rendered his decision. It 
read, in part: “Nobody incited us, nobody misguided 
us. We were led by our own, convictions and we still 
stand finnly by them.” r : : , 

The Need to Know , ! 

In the light of that statement, it is vitally ;im- . 
portant to set the record straight on the extent to j 
which Communists were responsible for the disgrace- j 
ful and riotous conditions which prevailed during the j 
HCUA hearings. It is vitally important that not only j 
the students involved in that incident, but also stu- ; 
dents throughout the Nation whom Communists ! 
hope to exploit in similar situations, recognize /the 
Communist tactics which resulted in what -experi- 
enced West Coast ob senders familiar with Communist 
strategy and tactics have termed the most success- 
ful qqirmmniRt coup to occur in the San ^Emaoigco 
area in 25 years. * ' 
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The Communist attack on the HCUA in Sari 
i Francisco was in line with a longstanding party aim 
. to destroy not only the HCUA, hut, also the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee and every other 
i “enemy” seeking to expose the threat which Com- 
I ^ muriist activities represent to the internal security of 
! this Nation. The party reaffirmed its dedication to 
1 : this aim at its 17th National Convention, held in New 
. York City, December 1959, when it passed a so-called 
; , . political resolution calling for activity to abolish the 
| , ‘‘witch-hunting” HCUA and Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee. 

Thus, when the decision of the HCUA to hold 
hearings May 12-14, 1960, in San Francisco was an- 

■ .nounced, it was mandatory for Communists to imple- 
. ■ ment the convention resolution by doing everything 

possible to disrupt the hearings as part of the over- 
Vail aim to destroy the HCUA. 

‘'Party in Advantageous Position I 

The proposed setting for the hearings placed thii 
party’ in a particularly advantageous position fof 
launching the attack. An HCUA inquiry into Com- 
munist activities of educators in northern California 
i originally had been scheduled to be held in June 1959. 
At that time, widespread opposition to those pro- 
posed hearings developed among teachers' groups, 
church organizations, civil liberties groups, and a few 
newspapers in the San Francisco area. Student 
groups to protest the hearings were organized at 
most of the colleges and universities in the area, in- 
cluding the University of California, Stanford, and 
City College. 

• The subsequent cancellation of the proposed 
1959 hearings left many of these groups and organi- 
zations inactive but intact. As a result, when the 
May 1960 hearings were announced, it required little 
; effort to reactivate these opposition groups, despite 
the fact that the current hearings were not to be di- 
rected at Communist activity in the education field. 

, After the proposed 1959 hearings had been canceled, 
the HCUA turned over its files on these individuals 
to the Calif ornia Attorney ^.Generars office

A telephone campaign was conducted by party 
members to solidify opposition to the HCUA and was,’ , 
designed specifically to reach 1,000 people. Merle 
Brodsky, an active leader in Communist Party af- 
fairs in California for more than 20 years, boasted 
that he was calling everyone he had ever known en- 
listing support- for the demonstrations. 

Parallel Organizations 


Not to be overlooked in the organized attack 
that was carried out against the HCUA are organized 
activities that paralleled those of the party. Much of 
the literature that was distributed during the cam- 
paign, for example, emanated in the name of the 



organized, in fact, on April 4, 1960, for the specific;' 
purpose of opposing the HCUA hearings. This group 
held an emergency-action meeting the first week inj 
May, 1960, at which time it solicited funds, urged the, 
preparation of letters to newspaper editors, and ad-' 
vocated abolition of the HCUA. 


I The Communist Party furnished funds to the 
CCPAF to defray the expense of mailing literature 
during the campaign, and, when the whole affair 
had ended, Mickey Lima praised the executive secre- 
tary of the CCPAF, Frank Wilkinson, for the role he 
had played in organizing the demonstrations. It is to 
be noted that Wilkinson, described as the "brains and 
energy” behind the CCPAF, was cite^i for contempt 
of Congress on August 13, 1958, for his refusal to 
answer qlestions before the HCUA on July 30, 1958, 
concerning Communist Party membership. Gn Janu- 
ary 22, 1959, he was found guilty of contempt and 
sentenced on February 2, 1959, to 12 months’ im- 
prisonment. He has appealed the conviction, and the 
appeal is presently pending before the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 


As the scheduled time for the hearings neared, 
Communists stepped up their efforts to assure a big 
turnout. Communist leaders in Berkeley arranged 
transportation from Berkeley to San Francisco for 
youths interested in attending each of the 3-day 
hearings. Meetings were held; leaflets appeared on 
campuses ; and telephone calls were made with in- 
; ;creasing urgency. 

By May 11, 1960, party leaders knew they had 
succeeded in the first stage of their planned, cam- 
paign. The response to their organized efforts indi- 
(e ^edjhat the. first . objective of their plan of attack 
would be achieved— the demonstrators would be out 
in full force. b

Meanwhile, the party had not ignored the second 
stage of its campaign. Plans had been formed on 
various ways the party could inflaihe the emotions, 
of the demonstrators; Several days before the; hear- 
ings were to begin, Saul Wachter, one of the party 
members subpoenaed/told party members that the 
HCUA would encounter "plenty of opposition” and 
that demonstrations would be staged against the . 
committee. Other reports were received that Merle ; 
Brodsky and Archie Brown planned physical out-* 
bursts during the hearings so that they would be 
forcibly ejected and thus enabled to play on the sym- 
pathies of the students. 

Officials of the . party met with a,nd brief ed vari- f 
ous witnesses on the tactics to use in their appear- 
ances before the committee. On Ma.y 6, 1960, for 
example, Mickey Lima - told party members, he had . 
met with Leibel Bergman, Andy Negro, and Vern 
Bown to insure that they would be hostile witnesses; 
Archie Brown, a veteran longshoreman and former ' 
member of the party’s national committee, also dis- 
closed to party members another tactic the party 
planned to use in the same vein. He said that the 
party had approved a document which Juanita 
Wheeler, another party member who had received a 
subpoena, had been instructed to read into the record 
when called upon .by the committee to testify. The 
party planned to use this statement, which contained 
an attack on the HCUA, for propaganda purposes at 
a later date. ■ 

Additional leaflets were prepared to be ready for 
distribution during the 3-day hearings. Placards and 
posters were also prepared for the demonstrators to ; 
carry. Nothing was overlooked, even to plans to cap 
the affair with a grand climax. Arrangements were 
made to have the demonstrators join a party-spon-- 
sored "Peace March” on Saturday, May 14/ 1960,, at 
the conclusion of the hearings. . y w -;L/ • n't c 

Agitators in Action 

When the day arrived for the hearings to- begin, 
the party was set to go into action to accomplish its . 
second objective of inciting the mob. A few key party 
members were to play* major roles as agitators. The 
other party members who were to attend had been 
instructed to remain in the background as much as 
possible to avoid becoming involved in any violence

Archie Brown and Merle Brodsky, acting according 
i to plan, were sullen and contemptuous.. Both directed 
I vicious jmd personally insulting remarks at the mem- 
i ^gfg-^f’the committee. " ... 
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, One of the demonstrators provided .^fe^spark 

that touched off the flame of violence. Leaping a bar- 
ricade that had been erected, he grabbed an officer's 
night stick and began beating the officer over the 
head. The mob surged forward as if to storm the 
doors, and a Police Inspector ordered the fife hose 
turned on. The water forced the crowd to the head 
of the balustrade, and the cold water had a, sobering 
effect on the emotions of the demonstrators. 


JJT ^^4^j 3rganized clique of sympathizers in t ho - heart - 
ing room aided them in their roles. Approximately 25 
percent of the spectators in the room were individuals 
under subpoena and their relatives, friends, attor- 
neys, and sympathizers. This group applauded and 
cheered the antics of Brown and Brodsky and booed, 
hissed, and ridiculed the committee at every oppor- 
tunity. Archie Brown’s disruptive tactics became so 
intense that it was necessary to forcibly remove him 
from the scene. This was exactly what Brown had 
been striving to achieve in line with his plan to 
evoke sympathy from the croAvd. 

After the luncheon recess, Brown and Brodsky 
went into action again. Shortly before the afternoon 
session was to begin, they grabbed a microphone at 
the front of the hearing room and demanded that all 
spectators outside be admitted. Their sympathizers 
shouted similar demands. After refusing to obey or- 
ders to be seated, Brown, Brodsky, and several others 
were forcibly removed, each resisting violently. 
Brown attempted to strike two officers, and Douglas 
Wachter threw a briefcase at an officer attempting to 
remove liis father, Saul Wachter. . 

Brown’s plan to incite the crowd was beginning 
to materialize. Upon his ejection from the hearing 
room, sympathetic cheers went up from the crowd, 
consisting mostly of students, gathered inside City 
Hall at the head of the staircase leading to the room. 
Both Brown and Brodsky appealed to the crowd, 
Brodsky encouraging and leading it in chanting' - 
‘■Open the doors; open the doors I” 

Despite these disruptive tactics, police were able 
to maintain a semblance of order that first day. It 
was a different story on the following day. As a re- 
sult of mushrooming interest generated by the activi- 
ties of the first day, the crowd on the second day was 
< much, larger. A. particularly noticeable aspect of the 
increase was the presence of additional party mem- 
bers and former party members. 

Archie Brown quickly resumed his tactics of the 
day before once the sessions started. The crowd out- 
side the hearing room chanted and sang songs. The 
songs and chants were obviously part of a well- 
organized plan as illustrated by the song sheets being 
used. Pleas for order and quiet brought only jeers. 

The Inevitable Happens 

With the tension growing, the inevitable hap- 
pened. Violence flared that afternoon. One of the 
judges in- a municipal courtroom in City Hall ordered 
the mob dispersed because the noise made it impos- 
sible for him to hold court. "When an attempt was 
made to carry out the order, the crowd responded 
by throwing shoes and jostling the officers. An of- 
ficer warned that fire hoses would he used if the 
crowd did not disperse, but the crowd, instigated by 
Commun ists who had maneuvered themselves into 
stmtegfc positions, became more unruly. 


For a few minutes, relative quiet ensued. Taking 
advantage of the lull, police officers began to lead 
some of the demonstrators away, advising them that 
they , must obey the order to disperse. Suddenly, 
realizing what was happening, militant individuals in 
the group set the pattern for renewed violence by 
kicking and striking the officers. In all, 68 indivi- 
duals, most of whom were students, were arrested 
for inciting a riot and resisting arrest. 

Order had been restored when Harry Bridges, 
president of the International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen's Union, suddenly appeared on the 
scene. Demanding to know what part firemen > had

bird day of the hearings. An attorney from Oakland, 
Bertram Edises, who was one of a number of attor- 
neys the party had obtained to represent those sub- 
poenaed and who was to testify himself in response 
to a subpoena he had received, became arrogant and 
insulting in his appearance before the committee. 
His attacks on and arguments with the committee 
led to an order for his removal. The crowd, both in 
the hearing room and outside, had been relatively 
quiet and peaceful until then. 

Suddenly aroused, the crowd surged threaten- 
ingly toward the entrance to City Hall. Committee 
members were escorted by police officers out a rear 
exit as a cordon of uniformed officers, including 
motorcycle patrolmen and mounted officers, held 
back the angry demonstrators. The crowd, which by 
then consisted of about 2,000, continued to mill 
around the area for an hour,, despite the fact that, an 
announcement was made by loudspeaker that the 
1ICUA staff had departed. 

The Communist Party’s Reaction 

The Communist Party, USA, is elated with the 
success it enjoyed in attempting to make a fiasco of 
the HCUA San Francisco hearings, which, notwith- 
standing these attempts at disruption, did develop 
valuable and needed information concerning the stra- 
tegy, tactics, and activities of the party in northern 
California. The party’s elation is so great, in fact, 
that it bears witness to the truth of the observation 
that such a Communist coup has not occurred in the 
San Francisco area in 25 years. Immediately after 

Hall, congratulated the West Coast comrades for the 
initiative and leadership they displayed at all stage s 
of the demonstrations. 
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Par ticularly pleasing to party officials was the 
number? of . students involved in the d emon s tf axioiiffi? 
They commented that there had not been that much 
“political activity” among student groups for years. 
Archie Brown, especially, was commended for the 
tremendous job he had done among the students, 
working with them in the corridors of City Hall and 
winning their sympathy. 

Mickey Lima expressed his pleasure at the num- 
ber or former party members the affair had brought 
back into the fold. He said that individual supporters 
the party had not seen or heard of in years seemed 
to “emerge from the woodwork” in I'esponse to the 
party's campaign. 

Various party functionaries on the West Coast 
reported that the successful demonstrations had a 
noticeable effect on lukewarm party members. One 
party official commented that it was a “shot in the 
arm” for the party, as shown by the fact that attend- 
ance at club meetings had risen sharply. 

The management of the party’s West Coast 
publication, “People’s World,” was jubilant about the 
beneficial effect the demonstrations had had upon 
a fund drive being conducted for the newspaper. 
The paper reportedly received letters from individuals 
throughout this country, . as well as from others 
abroad, supporting the drive. 

In short, the consensus in the Communist Party 
was that the riot was the best thing for the party 
that had occurred in years. Party leaders expressed 
the opinion that it was especially significant that the 
party had been able to enlist the support of so many 
people in all walks of life when the party, itself, was 
publicly under attack by the HCUA. The feeling was 
that not only had the party taken a major step to- 
ward its goal of abolishing the HCUA, but also it 
had taken a major step toward playing a greater role 
on the American scene. 

The Followup Campaign 

The party did not rest on its laurels after the 
success it enjoyed in the attack on the HCUA, It is 
campaigning harder than ever to attract youth and 
student groups to its ranks and is using the success- 
ful demonstrations to implement the campaign. 

At a party meeting on the night of May 20, 1960, 
Archie Brown disclosed how the party intended to use 
a followup campaign with campus students as the 
target. He stated that the party planned to emphasize 
“police brutality” as a rallying cry to attract the sym- 
pathy of student groups. He pointed out that he was 
particularly pleased with the fact that he had been

campaign is being carried out 
Brown outlined it. Not only Brown, but other Com- 
munists, too, have been addressing student and -youth 
groups in the area. 

The party prepared 20,000 leaflets for distribii- 
tion on campuses in the area. Captioned “From 
Blackmail to Blackjack,” the leaflets stress the theme 
that, at the HCUA hearings, “students were peace- 
fully defending the most cherished American free- 
doms, when “fire hoses, clubs and blackjacks” :were 
used against them “without warning and without 
provocation” to “browbeat and smash the public op- 
position” to the HCUA. These leaflets were distri- 
buted by the party organization without cost for the 
sole purpose of exploiting the oncampus sympathies 
of students in the area. 

A very significant feature of the leaflet is the 
lure it dangles for the innocent. It contains a box to 
be filled in by those who would like to receive a com- 
plimentary copy of “People’s World.” 

Conclusion 

While it must be granted that the San Francisco 
riot at. the HCUA hearings was the best thing that 
had happened for the benefit of the Communist Party 
in years, Americans, too, can benefit from this dis- i! 
play of Communist strategy and tactics in operation. 

In fact, it is impossible to stand idly by in the face of 
the challenge that this Communist success repre- 
sents. ' 

The Communists demonstrated in San Francisco 
just how powerful a weapon Communist infiltration 
is. They revealed how it is possible for only a few J 
Communist agitators, using mob psychology, to 'turn: 
peaceful demon strations into riots. Their success ' 
there must serve as a warning that their infiltration 
efforts aimed not only at the youth and student 
groups, but also at our labor unions, churches, pro-? 
fessional groups, artists, newspapers, government, 
and the like, can create chaos and shatter our intert- 
nal security. . 

The Communists also demonstrated that the 
menace of communism is not a simple forthright 
threat. Instead, it is conspiracy which can be con- 
trolled only through full understanding of the true 
nature of the conspiracy and J the ability to separate 
truth from propaganda. Seen in the true reporting of 
the facts, the San Francisco incident exposes the 
conspiratorial nature of the party. Every such ex- 
posure of the tactics of communism can be used to 
destroy its ideological appeal and used to strengthen 
this Nation against the psychological pressures Com- 
munists constantly apply against every aspect of our 
society to weaken us. - 

Throughout the world today, governments are 
toppling with stunning rapidity. Whether large or 
small, the role Communists are playing, in these 
events must not be discounted. The growing strength 
of our Nation over the years has not proven a deter- 
rent to relentless efforts on the- part of the Com- 
munist Party, USA, 'to destroy our security and pre- 
p^fe :s: OTF ff Nation for a similar fate. 
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at the riots and chaos Communisi&haaff 
created in other countries, many Americans point to 
the strength of our Nation and say “It can’t happen 
here.” The Communist success in San Francisco in 
May 1960 proves that it can happen here. 

All our hopes for the future of our country, as 
well as for a world at peace, are bound up with our 
hopes for the future of our Nation’s youth. They will 
not fail us if we do not fail them. Only our apathy 
and laxity in the face of the threat which. Communist 
infiltration efforts represent can cause such a failure. 
It is the duty of all Americans to fully understand the 
true import of this threat to our heritage, to expose 
it, and to combat it with every weapon at our com- 
mand. 

The overwhelming majority of our Nation’s 
youth has demonstrated that it deserves our confi- 
dence and support. It has shown an increasing 
awareness of and interest in both national and inter- 
national affairs, including a penetrating and analyti- 
cal approach to the false appeals of communism. 
With our wholehearted support and guidance, the 

f youth of this Nation will meet the challenge which 
communism hurls at us— both today and in the yean i 
to come — defending, preserving, and expanding 
throughout the world the heritage of freemen whicj 
we enjoy today. *

We like the suggestion made by someone the other day that the 
person most needed on the Island just now is a humorist Lacking 
one we will pass along the old sentiment quoted to us recently that 
where there is heat there is not necessarily light.

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Opposing Points Of View 
On Controversial Films 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: In light of the controversy over the two films, "Communism on the Map" and 
Operation Abolition," which are being widely shown on the East Side, the Bellevue American is 
presenting below two opposing views. The one favoring the showing of the films was prepared by 
Rev. Ralph E. Waud of the First Baptist Church of Bellevue and the one opposing the showings was 
prepared by Dr. Giovanni Costigan, well - known history professor at the University of Washington. 
Both writers have been quite outspoken on their views and have appeared at numerous meetings in 
the Seattle area. Waud's statement was presented to the Bellevue American directly while Bellevue 
High faculty members, John Johnson, obtained the recent statement made by Costigan at a U.W. 
showing, which because of its length, had to be used only in part.)

The threat of Global Communism is not 
something to be debated in public forum for it 
is a well established, indisputable and in- 
controvertible fact. Atheistic, godless, 
materialistic, dialectic Communism is on the 
march as the scourge of all time across the 
face of our Globe engulfing in its maw more than 
one billions of people at the present time. 

As recent as January of this year, Krush- 
chev is reported to have been jubilant in his 
address to the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party in Moscow that the evident 
success of their world domination is an ever- 
nearing possibility and probability. 

The Communist master - plan for world 
domination was stated by Lenin in these words: 

"First, we will take Eastern Europe, then 
the masses of Asia, then we will encircle the 
United States, which will be die last bastion of 
capitalism.

^Communism on the Map," graphically il- 
lustrates the march of Communism across the 
map.'* It is not a discussion of the philosophy 
of Communism but simply a documented film of 
the progress of the Party along the very lines 
which Lenin had mapped out. It is designed to 
shock Americans into an alert so that they will 
commence a study of the threat of Communism 
and awaken to the awful peril in which the na- 
tion presently stands. Everyone who has studied 
the Communist strategy tactics and objectives 
readily agrees to the worthwhileness and the 
authenticity of the films. 

Both films have the hearty approval of J. 
Edgar Hoover, head of the F.B.I., many mem- 
bers of Congress including Congressman 
Thomas Pelly, the American Legion, our 
Armed Forces, Michigan State Patrol, the 
Internal Security Committee, the House Com- 
mittee of Un-American Activities, Boeing 
Aircraft Company, Puget Sound Power and 
Light, 120 patriotic organizations and the 
American Council of Christian Churches. 

"Operation Abolition" has the full approval 
as true and factual account of what happened at 
the hearings in San Francisco last May by 
seven Gospel ministers who were eyewitnesses 
of the entire thing.

"What I most deplore about this picture is 
that it constitutes a prime example of what 
Adolph Hitler taught us to recognize as the 
technique of the "Big Lie." It mingles some 
undeniable and tragic truth with .a still greater 
measure of falsehood." 

" having sought to gain the confidence 

of the audience during the first 20 minutes of 
the film, this confidence is subtly abused. 1 
wish to put this audience on guard against 
believing much that is said in the hour that 
follows . For the effect of the film is to stun the 
audience emotionally during the first 20 
minutes into a passive acceptance of whatever 
follows - a large part of which is false or only 
half true." 



Dr. Costigan then spends several pages 
describing the various parts of the film which 
are "false and only half true." In conclusion, 
he writes: 

At the end of the film, die United States is 
represented - contrary to all fact - as standing 
alone in a hostile world. This is precisely 
what the Communists would like to have the 
world believe. The Communists are re- 
presented - again contrary to fact - as super- 
men who have never made a mistake. A power- 
ful and sinister image of Soviet power is 
projected, whereas that of the United States 
is a cartoon strip figure of Uncle Sam, which 
is in the context, and by contrast, is a feeble 
conception and a little ridiculous. A more 
potent means can hardly be imagined of damag- 
ing the reputation of the United States abroad 
and our self-confidence at home. 

"As a student of history who is concerned 
with truth, I protest against die many and 
grave violations of truth in this film. As a 
citizen, I protest against its tendency to under- 
mine confidence in our allies, to isolate us from 
the whole of the rest of the world, to breed 
distrust and dissension at home - in a word, to 
prepare die way for the military dictatorship 
against which Mr. Eisenhower warned us in his 
farewell address. 

- The final part of the film exhorts us to stand 
together, work together, and be morally strong. 

I agree. But how can we stand together or work 
together when we distrust each other and are 
ridden with suspicion? How can we, a free 
people, be morally strong without moral 
scruple? ‘ ~ s ’*‘ 

I believe that the best interests of die United 
States and of the free, world are served by 
being trutbftd and^onest in^We presentation 
of facts, and by the free and full,discussion of 
those facts. We will lose ourselves, and lose 
the world, if we resort to the kind of half- 
truths, falsehood, and smear tactics in which 
this film abounds. By supporting, however, such § 
ideas as were outlined in President Kennedy’s > 

inaugural address, we may hope to remain both 
free and strong, respected abroad and self- j 

respecting at home. 1 '

Seattle Takes 
Dim View of an 
‘Anti-Red’ Film 

As the result of strong protest, 
the Seattle public-school system 
has decided not to sponsor show- 
ings of 'Communism on -the Map , 
a rabidly McCarthyite film strip 
which asserts that every govern- 
ment in the world except those 
of Switzerland, Formosa, West 
Germany and the U.S. are con- 
trolled or influenced by “Com- 
munists.* * 

The film is being shown along 
with Operation Abolition, the 
House ^ 'tJn-Americ an Activities 
Committee's crudely doctored 
news clips of the San Francisco 
student demonstrations against the 
Committee. 

Produced at Harding College, 
Searcy, Ark., Communism on the 
Map has been shown by Boeing 
Airplane Co. and at Sand Point 
Naval Air Station. A spokesman 
said the film was purchased by 
the commanding officer and 
wasn’t used for recruiting pur- 
poses. 

The Seattle distributor of the 
film said that Louisiana has made 
public-school showings mandatory 
and that the Army, Navy and 
Air Force is showing it overseas. 

A large audience turned out to 
see the film and hear a debate 
on it at the University of Wash- 
ington. The students were visibly 
unimpressed by the film. 

Later 92 faculty members signed 
a letter to the press blasting the 
film.

COMMUNISM ON THE MAP 

A film-strip and commentary entitled Communism on the Map is currently receiving 
much attention in the .Seattle area. Evidently the citizens of other cities and states, 
also, are viewing this film; indeed, its many sponsors are happy to say that large 
segments of the nation are now seeing the movie, by courtesy of various churches, 

P.T.A. 1 s, business firms., and other societies-, We are told by ardent supporters that 
Communism on the Map is being shown " compulsorily to the armed forces," 

Although we honestly hope there is real value in the circulation of this film, 
we are of the opinion that,, on the contrary, its effects are destructive. If it is 
to be shown, we urge that it be accompanied by a few remarks concerning its accuracy, 
its overall implications, and, perhaps, the intent of its makers. 

As many Seattle residents are by now aware, there is considerable controversy 
over this film. Perhaps not all have realized, however, that there are three distinct 
sides, in this controversy, (1). that presented by the film itself, (2) that presented 
by its supporters, (3) that presented by its critics. 

The film itself , in an hour and fifteen minutes , ^attempts to persuade the viewer

to believe a number of assertions. Watch how these assertions are continually accompanied 

by statements such as, "These are facts, categorically stated, not reports or charges, |

but documented facts." The entire format is based upon an alleged statement of Lenin - 
a statement . for which and bibliography in 

the Library jof Congress, is able to find no substantiation whatsoever, anywhere in 
the works of Lenin., (cf .. Chicago Daily News, 8 Dec. 1958) 

Basing tLtse If on this "condensed and paraphrased" lie, the film proceeds to 
"describe" the extent of Communist control in almost evez*sr nation of the world. Its 
ultimate effect is to portray the United States as encircled by states so profoundly 
under the influence of Communists that most of them could, in the words of the commen- 
tator, "fall at any time," or "at any moment" or "on the signal from Moscow." 

To accept this portrayal, the viewer must first be persuaded to believe a number 
of highly disputable and preposterous charges. For example:

It is interesting to note that the film-ptrip consists of "slides," each of which 
carries it s^ own commentary. Thus a single "slide" can be easily removed, (should its 
accuracy be refuted), and the continuity remains unimpaired. Already, after the film 
was firsts publicly attacked in a statement endorsed by 92 University of Washington 
professors, its hour- and- a- quarter showings are frequently reduced to a half hour 
(within urban Seattle, at least) .

That Britain , France, and Scandinavia are virtually in the hands of Communists. 

That in West Germany, "Communists are present in every aspect of national thought." 

That Iceland today is a full-fledged Communist country, because of Denmark* s "socialist" 
complexion and because of American troop withdrawal. (note: the Withdrawal of American 

troops from Iceland is attributed solely to Communist influence, which is a gross over- 
simplification of a complex situation. There is gobd> reason to beliqve that Icelandic 
national sentiment against any foreign occupation was the chief factor here.) That 
Venezuela is a "Communist satellite" and that Betancourt is a friend of Castro - when 
he is actually one of his' chief enemies. Thai there are Communists in the governments 
of Morocco, Tunisia, Libya, Egypt, Saudi Arabia^ Jordan, Lebanon,- Japan, Israel, Finland, 
and Canada . .(note ; the Communist Party is officially banned in United Arab Republic 
countries and Saudi Arabia.) That "Communists could take India whenever they choose . n 
That in Italy, "the Communist Party could take over at any time." That even in 
Catholic Ireland, there are " strong Communist cells In strategic spots which could 
take over in a crisis." That in the United States, Communists control the communica- 
tions lines leading into and out of the Pentagon. That in Congress, "Communists are so 
powerful that they can actually bring about the passage or defeat of laws." That the 
U.S. government, by granting diplomatic recognition in 1 933* saved Russia from collapse, 
(note that in the photograph which Immediately follows Communism On the Map's attempt 
to calumniate Franklin D. Roosevelt, it may be observed that ) | — in 1933 an almost

The 
picture appears to have been taken on the occasion of the Sino-Soviet Treaty of 1950, 
but in order to discredit F.D.R. , it is pushed back seventeen years in time.) That 
Hawaii is in the hands of Communists. That the U.S., by suppression of the Wedemeyer 
report in 19U7* gave China to the Communists. (note: Wedemeyer, in this report, 

severely condemned the tyranny, corruption and inefficiency of the Nationalist govern- 
ment, and urged that no aid be given to Chiang unless fundamental reforms were made. 
Wedemeyer added that he was dubious whether such reforms were feasible since, although 
Chiang might wish to make them, it was doubtful whether he could overcome the political 
and military cliques surrounding him.) 

THESE CHARGES amount to accusing U.S. leaders, who make and maintain agreements 
w-xth; "infested" governments, of the most incredible stupidity or treason. They also

make a brazen imposition upon the mind of an average viewer * who is unprepared to detect 
and refute all the h&lf-truths * insinuations* and lies in which this film abounds. Even 
a well-informed viewer could be swayed by the extraordinarily persuasive - almost pro- 
fessional - Big Lie techniques employed, in the making of Communism on the Map . Such 
techniques deliberately engineer acceptance and belief* in their extremely cunning 
manipulation of truths* falsehoods* and logically fallacious implications: (1) The 

trust of the viewer if first won by the lengthy recital (about 20 minutes) of many 
well-known and simple truths* e.g. dealing with the revolution of 1917 .> and the 
Russian civil war. (2) Then* one can observe the use of simple truths and false impli- 
cations* of the "All rabbits are animals - therefore all animals are rabbits" variety. 
Thus* for example* after emphasizing that Marx was a socialist and that the second "s" 
in the U.S.S.R. stands for "socialist"* socialism (welfare state- ism) is equated with 
communism. In this way the viewer is made .to fear socialist governments* and the 
Encirclement message la pounded home. (note: having once made this identification be- 

tween communism and socialism* the film systematically neglects to mention such com- 
forting or contradictory facts as these: that the Socialist Labor Party of Great 

Britain, when in power after the second war* joined the United States - and another 
socialist country* Norway - In a military defense alliance against communist aggression. 
Or that West Berlin* over whose continued freedom we and our allies will fight - is an 
socialist municipality. Or that one of our chief friends in the Middle East* Israel 
(whom the local Hearst paper* the Post-Intelligencer* often praises)* has a socialist 
government.) (3) There is a large number of outright lies* some of which are detailed 
above. (U) The wary viewer will detect the major part of such lies 'documented 1 with 
such irresponsible statements as: "Some students of Italian history feel that...*" 

"Serious students think that...*" "South Americans who should know say...*" "It is the 
opinion of some of the best-informed members of Congress that..." Which students? 

Which South Americans? Which members of Congress? (5) Minor lies are used to cement 
and reinforce the Big Lie edifice of Encirclement. For example* it is asserted that 

book* X Saw Poland Betrayed * was "virtually boycotted" by bo okre viewers 
(note: A glance at the Book Review Digest (19U8) shows that among the newspapers: and 

magazines reviewing the book were the New York Times and Herald Tribune* the Christian 
Science Monitor* the San Francisco Chronicle* the ChiC-ago Sun^ the Atlantic Monthly* 
the New Yorker* the Saturday Review of Literature* Time* the Catholic Itforld * Commonweal* 
Foreign Affairs* the Yale Review* and the American Historical Review.) 
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This is. the side presented by the film itself. Communism on the Map , The content 
of this film. is vicious and dangerous , and if its circulation is as broad as its 
supporters say, it could bring a definite change in popular support of our accepted 
foreign policy. Indeed, it undermines all foreign policy. 

The supporters of this film - aside from, Boeing Aircraft Company, Puget Sound 
Power and Light Company, and. Sand Point Naval Air Station, who have been showing it 
for a number of wee.ks - are mostly public-spirited citizens who are just at present 
organizing themselves into large groups. An example would be the "Group of People Inc.", 
a swiftly- formed, organization which accepts membership fees of up to $100 a month, 
payable a year in advande. 

The film itself encourages the joining of such groups, as does the circular which 
accompanies, it. Observe that among the five "American 1 s Obligations" listed in this 
circular, one - which most Americans- would expect to find - the protection of guaranteed 
freedoms - is nowhere to be founds Indeed, an American* s "First Obligation" is "To* 
show Communism on the Map to everyone within reach."*** Thus advises the Missionary Film 
Service, which provides this film free of charge to all religious and "other groups." 

Not all Christians are in agreement concerning Communism on the Map , however. 

Nine Seattle clergymen issued the following public statement: 

"We abhor communism as an ideology and social system, but we believe that to prop- 
agate half-truth, to. arouse emotional hysteria, to demean our national leaders and our 
allies, arid to cut off the possibility of reconciling relationships even with those who 
threaten our existence is contrary to the will of God." 2 

"We are grieved that some Christian leaders are promoting the use of these films. 

We do not deny their right to do so; and we are not suggesting that the films be sup- 
pressed. But we do urge church members, as well as the general public, to ask them- 
selves whether these pictures are the American answer to Communist propaganda. " 

(Seattle Times, January 30, 1961) 

Nobody has paid any attention to this warning. A massive number of people insist 
that Communism on the Map is valuable in arousing the public to the Communist menace. 

Some few will admit a limited degree of inaccuracy in the film; but even then it is 
termed "basically factual", and minor occurrences of violence, directed against those 
who have criticized it, seems to give stimulus rather than pause to the frequency of

^ The other film referred to is Operation Abolition , made under rather suspicious cir- 
cumstances. Even by the admission of Representative Wheeler, chief HCUA Investigator 
on the west coast, it contains "distortions and inaccuracies." We believe it is 
extremely misleading, and urge those who show it to read the Bay Area Student* s Protest. 
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its showings. It is disappointing to us that countering speeches have not as yet been 
allowed at such meetings. 

It is entirely fair to say that the critics, likewise, are moved by public-spirit- 
edness, in pointing out the numerous falsehoods and half-truths with which the film 
systematically edifies its unsuspecting viewers. Ninety two University of Washington 
professors have publicly protested its veracity and its value: 


n We. . .members of the faculty of the University of Washington, having seen this 
film-strip, are shocked by its irresponsible mingling of fact and falsehood, and by its 
gross distortion of historical events. As scholars concerned with the truth, we protest 
against this misleading and harmful propaganda. As citizens concerned with our national 
security, we deplore this attempt to demoralize us at home and divide us from our 
allies abroad." 

"Nowhere in the film is there any constructive analysis of the underlying causes of 
communism. There is no reference to the social evils which breed it or any reason given 
for its powerful appeal to millions in Asia or Africa today. Neither is there any attempt 
to suggest an alternative way in which these millions may be kept out of Communist control. 
All the film does is to appeal to the emotions of fear, suspicion and hatred." 

The probable effect of the picture upon a credulous or uninformed person will be: 

(1) to convince him that our allies in NATO are worthless (2) to breed distrust of our 
democratic institutions on the score of their inability to resist communism, and hence 
(3) to prepare public opinion for military control, the very thing against which Mr. 
Eisenhower warned in his farewell address to the nation. " 

(cf. Seattle Post-Intelligencer, Feb. 1, 1961) 


Concerned students .(-among whom we Include ourselves) have likewise argued the * 


disservice brought by Communism on the Map , and have often found themselves reviled. 
As related above, Seattle clergymen have condemned the film. 


It must be understood that these criticisms and concerns are not simply academic. 


Persons who ridicule them as such are fatally missing the point. 

The point, and the concern, is that Communism on the Map is subtly demoralizing 
and terrorizing a large number of people in Seattle and, presumably, throughout 
Washington State. Are the results different in other parts of the nation, where 
legitimate criticisms^ - have not even had the chance to be overwhelmed, as they have 
been here? -■ in Louisiana and at least six other southern states, for example, where 


this film is said to be endorsed and shown by the public school systems. 

It cannot be denied that events in Seattle have proven the truth of our concern: 


critics of the film have received threats against their lives; church pews have been 
slashed and a public address system vandalized; others (we again include ourselves) 

tend .to be fearful A Seattle attorney, asking permission to speak at a public showing 

to 1,700 persons - not on the untrue aspects of the film, but on positive efforts to

In evaluating the motives of those who have publicly criticized this film, the thoughtful 
citizen should consider whether actual subversives would not have preferred to keep 
silent and continue their plotting, rather than point put and warn against the hidden 
evils of this film. For to stand up against -a- piece of supposedly anti -communist prop- 
aganda is to invite the suspicion and revenge of an angry mob: it is to pass out 
stones and then stand oneself against the wall. 
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counter communism with military pacts and aid programs, U.N. participation, etc. - had 
his speech denied as being "possibly insidiously subversive." 

Clearly the effects of this film are mixed: if it "arouses", it also most assuredly 

creates fear, confusion, and suspicion. Clear thinking is certainly no by-product. 

It is now more than appropriate to inquire the motives of those who made and paid 
for the massive dis tr ibution of this film.

Unfortunately the film does not share with its audience the purposes, alleged or 
real, of its makers. Seemingly it is left to the film's distributors to provide their 
own. Thus the accompanying circular, put out by Missionary Film Service Inc., Reads: 

"This very important film-strip and film are ‘made available FREE OF CHARGE, to 
churches and other groups interested in helping to inform and shock their friends 
and neighbors into an ayareness of international Communism's continuing take- 
over of the world. " 

To shock ? Who would not be "shocked", after hearing the recurrent "Millions of Americans 


cally stated, documented facts." — Who would not be shocked to learn that our allies 
are worthless, our friends in the hands of Communists? 

To inform ? To "inform" us that undiscovered Communists are passing and defeating laws 
in our own government? Perhaps Communism on the Map "shocks" and "informs", but it also: 
presents our principal military allies as unreliable; implants the belief that foreign 
aid must be self -destructive ; deliberately identifies democratic socialism with com- 
munism; suggests labor unions are Red-Fronts; and presents the United States as 
"encircled." In addition, the film's accompanying circular intentionally implies that 
those who espouse "peaceful coexistence" are Communists. 

Judging from ’his "documentation" Benson has at Harding College many "serious stu- 
dents" and "students who should know. "

Harvest Is Hate

I N THE saloons where he trained for his prizefights, : 
Tony Galen to, the comic opera heavyweight of the '30s, : 
was fond of raising his glass and, to everyone’s delight, ; 
issuing dark predictions of an impending violent death 
for the man he was next to. fight 

"111 moider da bum.” Tony would say, then toss down 
another of the toasts which, one upon the other, rendered 
him incapable of murdering anyone except by suffocation. 

Had Galen to been psychoanalyzed, his doctor would 
have been likely to conclude that his impulse to deliver 
unlikely threats had something to do with ego-maintenance. 
At the same time, of course, they had their strategic value 
—Tony hoped ' they' would plant fear and trembling in the 
hearts of his opponents or, at worst, annoy them so deeply 
that it would hinder their aim in the ring. 

With this in mind, it is interesting to wonder what \ 
value the communist leaders find in the pronouncements I 
of doom they now and then place on the heads of the j 
Western nations. Khrushchev’s threats to Norway, for J 
example — did he hope to weaken the NATO alliance by 
planting a seed of fear in the thoughts of one nation’s 
policy makers? 

That Film 

In any event, hatred of communists— if not fear of ; 
them- is deeply intensified by the appearance of warlike 
statements attributed to various communist leaders. 

Such a statement occurs twice in the film “Communism 
on the Map.” 

At the beginning of the film and again a final word j 
of warning Lenin is quoted as having said: “First we will j 
take Eastern Eurone, then the masses of Asia. Then we 
will encircle the United States, which will be the last ' 
bastion of capitialism. We shall not have to attack. It 
will fall like an overripe fruit into our hands.” 

To those who have found cause for alarm in such a 
prediction— already half come true — it may be comforting 
to know that Lenin never said it. 

In Jack Mabley’s column in the Chicago Daily News for ■ 
December 8, 1958, a letter from Henry J. Dubester, chief of 
the general reference and bibliography division of the ; 
Library of Congress appears. The letter is in answer to a 
request to locate Lenin’s portentous words. i 

“Though we have checked Volume 30 in the 2nd. 3rd 
ar i! 4th Russian editions” Mr. Dubester writes, “and the 
et lion published in England by the Co operative Publishing 
S ; ety of Foreign Workers in the USSR, we have found! no 
s: h statement.” ■ 
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5 Another Leninism now being circulated through t T *e 
’ ails on unsigned postcards goes this way: , 

"We must secure the good will of teachers and prol s- 
ors in schools and universities, of liberal ministers of 
eligion and of pacifists and reformers of the world in 
«rder to create a mental barrage in the minds of the cap- 
italist youth, which shall forever bar them from participat- 
ing in carnal conflict with the communist order.” 

Mr. Dubester’s reply: "We have checked all of the 
Indexes to Lenin's work available in the Library of Con- 
gress as well as many of his articles and speeches . . . but 
have failed to find any reference to the quotations , , 

Dubious Quote I 

Another difficult quote from Lenin is the statement 
he is supposed to have made to the effect that the commu- 
nist world would succeed in making the United States 
spend itself into destruction by 'maintaining the threat of 
war. But as Joseph Alsop pointed out in a column on 
March 14, 1959, no communist of any importance could have 
made that statement, since the official and time-honored . 
line of the party leaders is that heavy defense spending is 
ncessary to keep free capitalism alive — hence their common 
charge of “war-mongeri ng capitalists.” 

The danger of any invented or garbled quote is obvious. 
Taken to its extreme, it could create an utterly misguiding 
hysteria that would weaken us. To defend a false quotation 
on the grounds that it contains the spirit of what has been 
said is absurd; if the Russians have said things like that, 
then let us hear what they really said. 

As Britain’s Prime Minister Macmillan once said 
(really): “Don't let us add to mankind's burden by becom- 
the victims of our own propaganda.” 

The value of such faulty reporting is hardly worth 
f price. If people are spurred to good citizenship by in- 
\ 9 ted threats, they will be responsive to real +hrr^. 

It is foolish and evil to mislead them. ' * . •*

Debate continued today over the 
film “Communism on the Map” 
as legislators at the state capital 
in Olympia prepared to consider 
a measure designed to encourage 
showing of the film in the state’s 
public schools. 

The legislators took up the 
question nearly a month after 
presentation of the film on the 
University of Washington cam- 
pus created partisan contro- 
versy soon taken up by other 
groups in the Puget Sound area. 

Ernest Campbell, superintend- 
ent of the Seattle public schools, 
announced “Communism on the 
Map” and t a companion film,

'Communism on the Mop 1 


A wave of controversy is spreading 
over the state of Washington concern- 
ing a filmstrip entitled “Communism on 
the Map ” It is being shown at many 
gatherings. 

The filmstrip, with commentary, was 

f ^oduced by the National Educational 
ogram, Harding College, Searcy, Ark., 
d pounds away at one central theme 
— atheistic Communism has been ad- 
vancing steadily over the globe since it 
first burst into bloom in Russia in 1917; 
and it is succeeding gradually but well 
in a pre-conceived plan to take over the 
entire world by infiltration if not by 
open warfare. 

OPPOSITION TO THE FILMSTRIP 
in this state has been spearheaded by a 
petition signed by 102 University of 
Washington professors ( only about one- 
tenth of these are full professors, we 
have been informed) asking that the 
film not be shown on campus. Several 
organizations have backed up the hue 
and cry, and have attempted to have the 
film suppressed. In Seattle, at least, at- 
tempts have even been made to destroy 
the film altogether. Wells McCurdy, ex- 
ecutive vice president of Puget Western, 
Inc., in Seattle, reports that “our film 
has come back with certain key seg- 
ments of the sound track carefully 
erased. This has happened several times. 

. . . Fortunately a master tape is main- 
tained in a safe so that these tamperings 
become only an annoyance.” 

This sort of thing makes our blood 
boil! 

j We have patiently listened to the 
{arguments of those who say the film is 
inaccurate in its projection of future 
"history. We have also kept our peace 
when they said it is calculated to incite 
panic in the American people and a 
break with our allies, and that it repre- 
sents the thinking of the “lunatic fringe” 
of our society. 

We have, yet to find a lunatic sup- 
porting the film, though there may be 
some. We have yet to hear proof that 
the future projection of history is not 
accurate as far as any historical projec- 
tion can be accurate. 

We are willing to listen — but we 
haven't heard such arguments yet. 

Nor have we heard a justification 
for suppressing the truth — if it is the 
truth — even if this means that our allies 
will be greatly disturbed. Perhaps it is 
time that “diplomacy” step aside and let 
the truth come out before it is too late! , 
We have tried “diplomacy” for a long 
time now. It has lost us many a war in 
the so-called “Cold War.” It has lost us 
prestige' with the Asian and African na- 
tions, It has almost lost us our national 
integrity. 

MANY A REPUTABLE HISTORIAN 
and mentor of the Communistic philoso- 
phy and purpose has endorsed the film, 
even though»some allow it may be 
stretching the point in its analysis of the 
future. These men have said nothing 
about suppressing the film. They insist 


that its importance far outweighs the 
' doubtful accuracy of some — and not too 
many — details. Herbert Philbrick, the 
man who spent nine years as a “Com- 
munist” on counterspy assignment for 
the FBI, is one of these supporters of 
the film. And he ought to know how ac- 
curate it is. At least he ought to be bet- 
ter qualified than someone who has 
never seen the inside workings of Com- 
muism from a vantage point within the 
party. 

With sort of a reverse psychology, 
we might almost say that the Commu- 
nists themselves are attesting to the . ac- 
curacy of the filmstrip. Why else would 
there be this underhanded tampering 
with the copies that are in circulation 
and the frantic attempt to destroy 
them? Or are we to believe that the 
good people who want the filmstrip 
supressed because of its inaccuracies 
are tampering with the copies? 

The argument will go for some time 
now, we trust, over whether the sta- 
tistics and projections in the filmstrip 
are accurate. To this discussion we say 
“Godspeed.” We hope it will do some 
good. If inaccuracies are found, perhaps 
g the strip can be revised and be even 
more effective. 

BUT WE ARE NOT ABOUT to stand 
by while the spine-chilling and vitally 
important message of this filmstrip is 
clouded over by protests of “scare tac- 
tics,” and “irresponsible lies,” and the 
like. Nor will we stand by while at- 
tempts are made to suppress the show- 
ing of this important message by the so- 
called advocates of freedom of thought 
and expression and the staunch guard^- 
ians of “truth” as these men see it. j 

One of the reasons we are fighting. 
Communism is that it suppresses free- 
dom of speech. 

If someone with sufficient authority 
would like to give a reasoned argument 
why this filmstrip is inaccurate — we 
welcome such a one to our columns. 
But don’t tell us we can’t see it or can’t 
show it ! 

This writer has seen the filmstrip 
and is convinced of its importance, even 
though he does not consider himself 
sufficiently qualified in the field of po- 
litical science to judge whether there 
are inaccuracies in projected interpre- 
tation of the future. One thing he does 
know — it tells an accurate story of the 
past — and the plan Communism has for 
the future. This in itself should be 
enough to justify showing the film in 
every Mothers’ Club, Holy Name Society, 
Home and School Association, Altar So- 
ciety--in every possible Catholic group 
in the Diocese of Spokane. 

APATHY IS A LUXURY we can ill- 
afford at this crucial period of our his- 
tory as a civilization. We can’t afford not 
to be disturbed. “Communism on the 
Map” is calculated to disturb. 

Look out for the errors- — if there be 
errors. But see the film.

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LEFTWING NEWSPAPERS CLAI M DISTORTION IN MOVIE . 

The Reporter Magazine article on the riots has served as a foundation 
for other articles against the HCUA. Left-wing publications have drawn on 
an article by Paul Jacobs. The key lines in his article quotes the Sheriff 
of San Francisco County as saying "There was no act of physical aggression 
on the part of students." This would imply "police brutality" which Archie 
Brown said on May 20, I960 would be the theme for follow-up activity. If 
there was no physical agression on tiie part of the students it is certainly 
implied that there was police brutality in turning the fire hoses on the 
students. Sheriff Matthew C. Carberry was contacted and asked about the 
quotation.

Jf the Committee actually believes 
Costigan to be a subversive or a Communist, why doesn’t 
it come* out and say so. 

The notion that “birds of a feather flock together” is 
now so widespread that it affects even the most -level 
headed persons among us.

* Third, the doctrine is unsound practically because it is 
neither possible nor desirable that we engage in a check 
of the membership, past and present, of al! organizations 
to which wo belong or are asked to join. 

Fourth, the doctrine is wrong morally because it as- 
sumes a greater power in evii than in virtue. It rests on 
the theory that one bad man corrupts all good men, and 
that one bad idea corrupts all good ideas. 

Last weekend the Statewide Young Democrats conven- 
tion approved a platform that commended Professor Cos- 
tigan and the bl other University professors for pointing 
out that the movies “Communism on the Map" and “Op- 
eration Abolition” are not completely valid, and that 
viewing audiences are entitled. to hear free and open de- 
bate curve rning the films. 

Today the Hoard of Control will decide on a resolution 
expressing confidence in Dr. p&stigan, and reaftirming 
the right of any other Professor to speak out freely. 

What will be tire Stajg 4oti-Subver$ive Committee’s 
reaction to these two events?

Legion Says: 

HUAC Successful 


The House Committee on Un- 
| American Activities justifies its 
j existence, in part, by its docu- 
i mented findings of significant 
numbers of subversive persons 
and organizations. 

_ This is the view of Col. Fred 
W M. Fuecker, adjutant - finance 
officer of the state American 
Legion. 

HUAC came into being to 
combat; and expose “various ac- 
tivities that were going on here 
in the United States.” Over the 
years, the committee has been 
successful in bringing to Con- 
gressional and public attention 
subversive actions taking place. 

“The Attorney General’s list 
of subversive organizatibns and 
information published by the 
committee itself repi'esent very 
real evidence that subversion is 
taking place and that HUAC 
fills the need of pointing it out,” 
he said. 

“If you would read this infor- 
mation you would find out what 
(the HUAC) has done." 

Col. Fuecker declared that all 
patriots must align themselves ^ 
on the side of supporting the 
committee's existence. 

“When you come to American- A 
ism you just can’t take any 
other side." 

Opposition to the committee, 
however, is articulate, Colonel 
Fuecker acknowledged. He de- 
scribed this group as “the Com- 
munists, front organizations and 
a lot of misguided people.".. 

This group includes liberal 
professors and students, he said. 
He declined to indicate who 
might be a communist and who 
“misguided.” 

“I don't have any idea. If you 
want that you'll have to go 
about that yourself. I imagine 
you have a number of (docu- 
^ mentary proofs) at the Univer- 
sity.” 

Col, Fuecker offered to lis 
y documentation in written forn^ 


but declined to do so over the 
phone. 

“Operation Abolition” shows 
how far the opposition can go. 
The film and FBI reports pin- 
point the “various communists” 
who instigated student demon- 
strations against HUAC last 
May in San Francisco. 

“Most of these students were 
duped,” he declared. 

“ 'Operation Abolition’ we (the 
Legion) absolutely endorse. We 
know that incidents in that film 
are absolutely first-hand. . We 
promote it and will continue to 
promote it.” 

The Legion, he explained, has 
stood for 100 per cent Ameri- 
canism since its founding in 
1919, It has been among the 
first groups to oppose commu- 
nism and has published a bodk 
on “ism's.” 

Communism is an “ism” dan- 
gerous to the security of the 
nation. The HUAC works to re- 
tain American freedom. The 
committee therefore needs no 
other defense. 

“The American Legion doesn'f 
have to speak in defense of the 
committee. We believe it L 
something necessary. We art 
stanch supporters,” he ended. .• 
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large and difficult question to 
malyze.” 

In essence, the committee ha£ 
A wo limitations. The first is £ 
limit on its scope of inquiry. 
The second concerns the rights 
of the individual against the 
government, as insured by th^ 
first and fifth amendments. ™ 
"On the other hand, the court 
has recognized that the manner 
of procedure of the committee 
does not have to be surrounded 
with the same safeguards pres- 
ent in the court system.’ * 

The court has been tradition- 
ally "hands off’ in regard to 
methods employed by congres- 
sional investigatory committees, 
he added. 

Dr. Fletcher commented that 
although some persons criticize 
HU AC for its exposures, it is 
"openly assumed” that exposure , 
is one of the purposes of the 
committee. He pointed to the 
argument put forth by the So- 
licitor General in the Watkins 
Case, which came before, the 
Supreme Court in 1957. 

"Now,” the solicitor began, 
"we don’t claim on behalf of the 
government that there is any 
right to expose for the purposes 
of exposure. And I don't know 
that Congress has ever claimed 
^ny such right. But we do say 
m the same breath, that ther 
ijs a right to inform the publi 
the same time you inform th 
Congress.” f j

To Prevent Violence 


Despite charges that its in- 
vestigations violate civil liber- 
ties, HUAC has great constitu- 
tional basis for its existence, 
according to Dr. Robert Fletch-" 
er, professor of constitutional 
law. 

The main legal basis is de- 
rived from Congress' right to 
inform itself of facts before it 
legislates. Congress may pass 
laws necessary to uphold the 
established form of government, 
he pointed out. 

Congress may take legislative 
action to prevent violence, spe- 
cifically the violent overthrow 
of the constituted government. 
This is consistent with the 
thinking that makes it a crimi- 
nal act to spy or to assassinate 
a president. 

HUAC, he said, presumably is 
acting to prevent crimes against 
the government. To do so, it 
investigates persons and groups 
and takes testimony and evi- 
dence from witnesses. 

The Smith Act and the several 
acts aimed mainly at commu- 
nists, including the Subversive 
Control Act of 1954, represent 
legislation permitted by Con- 
gress under the Constitution. 

Dr. Fletcher, who concentrat- 
ed on the right rather than the 
wisdom for Congress to act r - re- 
viewed Supreme Court decisions 
on the matter. 

* A 1917 decision outlined the

limits of a congressional com- 
mittee’s scope. Inquiry must be 
linked to areas of legislation oh 
which Congress may act, the 
decision stated. 

In the case of HUAC, how- 
ever, the area of inquiry is only 
vaguely defined as “Un-Ameri- 
can activities,” Fletcher said. 
The description is so loose that 
the witness who refuses to tes- 
tify on the grounds that his ac- 
tivities are not “Un-American” 
runs the risk of a contempt ci- 
tation. 

A witness retains his right of 
non self-incrimination, he ex- 
plained, but on the other hand 
the court has decided against 
individuals who maintained that 
HUAC violated the First 
Amendment in' its questioning. 

There have been cases which 
affirm Congress’ right to inves- 
tigate “Un-American” matters. 

“They have been roundly criti- 
cized by competent scholars, 
because there is no question 
there is some impingement upon 
persons in their beliefs, state- 
ments and associations.” 

The problem inherent in all 
attempts to control communist 
activities, he said, is “where 
does the First Amendment fit 
in?” How much does thi? 
amendment, the basic limitatioi 
on the HUAC’s action, protec 
a person?

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Stormy History

Perhaps no congressional investigating committee in 
history has provoked more controversy or criticism than 
has the Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives. 

Throughout the years, one spectacular hearing has 
been succeeded by another, and sensational report has 
followed sensational report. 

Again and again the committee has asserted that Amer- 
ica is in grave danger, its institutions threatened with 
corruption by subversives. It’s advocates have been 
staunch and aggressive, it’s, detractors bitter and angry. 

The House Un-American Activities Committee was 
created in 1938 as a temporary investigating committee. 
For 7 years it was directed under the chairmanship of 
Rep. Martin Dies of Texas. - 

The Dies resolution, which serves unchanged today as 
the directive upon which committee work is based, calle: I 
for the creation of a special committee to investigate : 
(1) the extent, character, and objects of un-American 
activities in the United States; (2) the diffusion within the 
United States of subversive and un-American propaganda 
that is instigated from foreign countries or- of a domestic 
origin and attacks the principle of the form of govern- 
ment as guaranteed by the Constitution; and (3) all other 
questions in relation thereto that would aid Congress in 
any necessary remedial legislation. 

There was little excitement over the formation of the 
so-called Dies Committee. Attention was focused on more 
spectacular events, such as the Spanish Civil War and the 
FBI trial of Nazi spies. ' 

But from the opening of its first probe into charges 
that the CIO was dominated by Communists, the commit- 
tee was the center of controversy over its aims, its meth- 
ods, and its revelations. 

The committee reduced its activity, and its publicity 
was subdued when the United States entered World War 
II in alliance with the Soviet Union in December 1941. 
But Dies remained hot on the trail of Axis agents and 
Nazi sympathizers. 

In May, 1944, Dies announced his decision not to see’e 
re-election to the House because of illness. It looked lik ; 
(he deathblow to the committee so long identified witij 
nis name. 
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^ When the 79th Congress convened on Jan. 3. 1945. it 
v. : i s widely assumed that the committee, which previ- 
ously had been given renewal of authority 5 times by 
Overwhelming votes, would be allowed to expire. 

But Rep. John E. Rankin (D Miss.) forced the issue 
to a vote by offering an amendment to the rules of the 
House, giving the committee permanent status by mak- 
ing it a standing committee. 

Rankin said this step was necessary in order to aver!

The permanent nine-member 
; committee got off to a slow 
I start. In 1945 it published no 
1 report and conducted only two 
brief sets of hearings. In 1946 
there were only 3 days of hear- 
J ings. 

In the 1947-48 period, under 
Chairman J. Parnell Thomas (R 
N.J.), the committee reached its 
zenith of post - war publicity 
with investigations of Commu- 
nism in Hollywood and with the 
case of Alger Hiss. 

These and earlier committee 
hearings, procedures, and re- 
sults have led to wide diver- 
gence in opinions, even among 
! legislators themselves. 

The committee has been high- 
ly praised for having awakened 
the public to the menace of sub- 
version, for shedding light on 
the character and purpose of 
international and domestic 
Communist movements. It has 
been heralded for its part in the 
exposure of espionage activities 
of Communist agents in the 
United States. 

One of the stock objections to 
the utility of the committee is 
that no laws have been recom- 
mended or passed. Its work is 
seen as having no force and ef- 
fect whatsoever. The committee 
has been sharply criticized for. 
lack of judicial fairness and de- 
corum, for browbeating wit- 
nesses, and for trial-by-publicity. 

Debates have continually 
erupted about the boundaries 
by which the committee is gov- 
erned. What does or does not 
constitute un-American activi- 
ties and propaganda? How far 
. is the committee authorized to 
go? 

Attacked for encroaching on 
the principles of freedom, the 
committee's mandate has worn 
labels ranging from unwise to 
unconstitutional. 

The 1961 session of Congress, 

* • new Kennedy Admin- 


istration, faces renewed de- 
mands that the committee 
abolished or its activities ije 
curbed. , 

First signs of a battle came 
with Rep. James Roosevelt’s (D 
Calif. ) recommendation that 
the House of Representatives 
"scrutinize with the greatest 
care” the budget request of the 
committee. 

In a letter to his colleagues 
he announced his plans to ask 
for public hearings on the budg- 
et request. Tight control of the 
committee’s purse - strings can 
limit its power to "embarrass 
our nation, to humiliate its citi- 
zens, and to tarnish the good 
name of this House,” he said. 

He predicted a future Con- 
gress will "relegate the com- 
mittee to the dustbin of his- 
tory.” 

Another move against the 
committee came Jan. 2 when 
several hundred representatives 
of college groups and organiza'*} 
tions picketed the White Housqi 
with signs urging abolition oij 
the committee. 

These pickets in turn wert 
picketed by others who called 
for continuation and strength- 
ening of the committee. 

Meanwhile, the committee 
continues to seek legislative 
support for its work, emphasiz- 
ing “the crying need for elimi- 
nating certain glaring weak- 
nesses which exist in our 
national security program.” 

Chairman Francis E. Walter 
(D Pa.), head of the committee 
since 1955, said in his annual 
report for 1960 that the Com- 
munist challenge is "disguised ‘ 
and primarily nonmilitary in I 
nature,” and is more dangerous 
than any the American people j 
have faced before. j 

He expressed his disturbance ( 
at the number of Americans 
who were aiding the growth V 
Communist power in the United 
States. Many of these are "un- 
witting assistants,” he said. 



Controversial Films 
Attacked By Clergy

and the filmstrip “Communism 
on the Map!” 

They said the films “do not 
give credit to the capacity of 
students and others to come to 
terms with the threat of Com- 
munism when faced with the 
facts.”

‘ Communism On The Map” controversy, 
it becomes increasingly more appalling 
that both of Seattle’s downtown press jug- 
gernaughts have avoided an editorial re- 
sponsibility. 

Receipt by University Professor Gio- 
vanni Costigan of telephone calls threat- 
caing his life is more than ample evidence 
Of the type of emotional irresponsibility 
which is promoted in the filmstrip. 

There has been no attempt by either the 
Times or the Post-Intelligencer to put the 
filmstrip in its proper perspective. Instead, 
both papers have printed emotionally- 
charged letters that further add to the 
confusion over the film. 

In yesterday’s Voice of the People sec- 
tion the Post-Intelligencer ran 12 letters 
from its subscribers. If this is an attempt 
at informing, instructing, or guiding the 
public, the result is highly questionable. 

One letter questioned: “. . . why certain 
of the University faculty have made such 
an all out attempt to prevent students 
fiom seeing the film and forming th|ir 
own opinions.” This is a false statement,

Another letter stated: “It is a known 
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fact that Communist influence is going lo 
spijpad throughout our school system ok > 
the Communist party. Informed soureA 
even know the names of the leaders or ■ 
this project. It must be at the University ; 
of Washington judging by the criticism' 
of this film!’ 7 This, too, was presented 5 
without any qualification.

To our knowledge such sheets were 
first circulated last week by three unidentified women 
at Health Sciences Auditorium where “Operation 
Abolition" was being shown. 

University regulations prohibit the distribution of 
such material without express consent of the Admini- 
stration. Permission was not granted, yet the ma- 
terial mysteriously appears on campus. 

A copy of the American Legion’s material, along 
With a statement secured by the DAILY from Dr. 
' Costigan, appears below so as to bring this matter 
fully into the open where it belongs. Tomorrow's 
editorial page will present further comment.

what perhaps an unprecedented attempt to discrefeit a 
faculty member who happens to be a liberal, the campus has |ately 
been flooded With smear-sheets, the effect of which is to cast doubt 
ifpOri hty loyalty to this country. It is therefore necessary to refute 
these unfounded and mischievous innuendoes. Incidentally, one 
won^brs knyohe wished to ascertain my political views, he 

did not consult any of the numerous people in the University who 
have long been acquainted with them, and some of whom have 
known me for over twenty years? 

In support of the preposterous Insinuation that I have sought to 
further the aims of Communism, or have been the dupe of Com- 
munists, sly pieces of alleged evidence are offered— cohering the 
twenty seven years during which I have had the honor to teach at 
the University. It is necessary to comment on each of them. 

(1) The meeting at which I presided on February 9, 1939, was 
not, as is implied, to maintain the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, but 
to raise funds for the Spanish Loyalist Medical Bureau — to help 
the wounded and to succor the refugees uprooted ffrbm their homes 
as a result of Franco’s mutiny against the legitirhkte government 
of Spain — and to aid those wounded members of the Brigade who 
had returned to Seattle. (Seatte ‘P.I.,’ 2-10-39) 

A brief factual summary is necessary to recall today the position 
- of the great majority of Americans who, like myself, supported the 
Spanish Republic during the Civil War of 1936-39 — a fact which is 
often forgotten today. The Spanish government which Franco at- 
tacked was not Communist. It was actually less socialist than is 
Franco Spain today. Its program did not include the nationaliza- 
tion of mines, railways, land, or even of the Bank of Spain. It did, 
however, for the first time in Spanish history, introduce such re- 
forms as a low minimum wage, an eight-hour day, and arbitration 
boards in industrial disputes. It had established a humane penal 
code, had emancipated women and had legalized civil marriage and 
divorce. I Had also separated church and state, and brokbn the 
virtual monopoly of the Church over education. (See Gerald Bren- 
an’s objective book, The Spanish Labyrinth). 

The Republic commanded the allegiance of the great majority of 
the middle class and of the intellectuals (students and teachers), 
as well as of the peasants and working men of Spain. When Franco, 
supported by Hitler and Mussolini, attempted to overthrow the 
Republic by force, the latter appealed to France and Britain for 
the right to purchase arms in self-defence. 

This internationally-recognized right of any legitimate govern- 
ment was denied by the Western powers, and hence in desperation 
the Republic appealed as a last resort to Soviet Russia for aid. 
The tragic price paid for such aid was the ultimate betrayal of 
Republican Spain by the Communists. (See George Orwell’s poign- 
ant Homage, to Catalonia). 

(2) The American Civil Liberties Union is not, and never has 
been, communist or in any way connected with the communist 
cause. It exists to protect those basic cftil liberties of onr democ- 
racy which are threatened by aiiy ffcrifr of totalitarianism. t am . 
proud to belong to it, and wish that moire of my fellow citizens 
cared sufficiently about freedom to join it. 

( 3 ) I opposed the Dies Committee in 1943 , as I oppose its suc- 

cessor,; the House Un-American Activities Committee today. It is 
absolutely false to suggest, that anyone whO opposes this Cbmifcittee 
is flrtheriiig the Communist cause. (See Professor Robert K. 
CarrTi excellent study, The House Committee on ^n-Am|Bcati 
Activfcies, Cornell, 1952). Only last week the Board of SorJaffcbn-

To make such a charge how against anyone who ddvd bated a 
Second Front then is manifestly unfair, hut is typical of the meth- 
ods of tho^e who have prepared this lhdicfUtf^ imear-sHfrlft, Whdle 
basic purpose appears to lie to conftfUiift liberalism Mm Coift- 
ihunism. 

In conclusion, it may be observed that the ‘G’ listing on this 
sheet simply means that any congressman from any state has 
criticized some organization and,, under cloak of congressional im- 
munity, has inserted his remarks in the Congressional Record. No 
shadow of evidence need ever be offered to support them. 

To anyone who believes in democratic freedom, or even in ordi- 
nary decency, the methods of those who so diligently compiled this 
smear-sheet stand self-condemned. Years ago these same charges 
were raised by the Canwell Committee, Presumably they were 
held to be insubstantial, since no action was taken on the basis of 
them/ Now, twelve years later, \n what Bishop Pike has recently 
called "the "grass-roots McCarthyism" of 1961, they have been 
exhumed from the proceedings of that discredited Committee to 
serve as the basis for a new persecution. 

Since the source of these present charges is the Csmwell Com- 
mittee of 1948-49, it is well to recall some^oi its activities to a

many who had had no opportunity to prove the falsity of fhe^ 
charges made against them (p. 355); that it had been “more sub- 
versive of established legal processes” than any person it had ever 
investigated; and that only its activities were really un-American 
(p 396). 

Kt one point Canwell urged the passing of a state law that ail 
teachers in the state be fingerprinted (p. 181). He also refused to 
let Ed Guthman, the Pulitzer Prize-winning reporter of the Seattle 
Times, inspect the files of the Committee, and openly charged the 
Times itself with having aided the Communists (p. 317). In his 
final report, however, Canwell said that no restraint should be 
placed upon the personal beliefs of the teacher, however fatilty 
might be his premises or conclusions. 

After the committee had finished its investigation, its files dis- 
appeared. There were presumably' destoryed by Canwell himself 
who had custody of them, hence they were not available to the 
next state legislature when it requested to see them. 

A prominent member of the Committee declared that there was 
not a student at the university “who has not been taught subver- 
sive activities” (p. 16). The hysterical atmosphere of that time 
has been revived. by the film-strip under discussion. In addition to 
the insinuations contained in the smear-sheet, it has been publicly 
alleged as proof of my own subversive tendencies that I have ac- 
tually advocated co-existence! 

Ilam reliably informed that my principal accuser also regards 
as subversive anyone who supports the following organizations-: the 
United Nations, UNICEF (a society whose object was to relieve

'OPERATION ABOLITION’ ==- 

Revealed as Business Venture

SAN FRANCISCO, March 2.-The film “Operatic* 
Abolition, ** which has embroiled rival defenders cf 
American liberties in a nation-wide controversy, was 
pieced together from television news films as a com- 
mercial venture. 

The film depicts student riots at San Francisco’s 
City Hall last May 13. The riots took place at hearings 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Some of the film strips had sound track and others 
did not. When sections without sound were used, a 
committee aide said in Washington, crowd noises and 
other sounds were dubbed in from film strips which 
had them. 

"OPERATION ABOLITION” was put together by 
Washington Video Productions, Inc., from several thou- 
sand feet of on-the-scene footage shot by cameramen 
of two television stations, KRON and KPIX, which was 
subpoenaed by the committee. The stations report no 
payment was offered the stations or their cameramen... 

The disturbances in the City Hall rotunda climaxed 
a protest demonstration by college students against a 
hearing by the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

Sixty-four students from San Francisco-area cam? 
puses were arrested after police turned fire hoses on the 
demonstrators inside City Hall. Riot charges against 63 
Were dismissed. The one remaining accused goes to trial 
March 6. 

HE IS ROBERT J. MEISENBACH, University of Cali- 
fornia senior, who denies charges he, beat Patrolman 
Ralph Schaumleffel with the officer’s nightstick. 

In dismissing charges against the others, Municipal 
Judge Albert A. Axelrod said, “I am convinced that they 
are not engaged in subversive activities, nor in spreading 

I iubversive propaganda.” f

he 50 states. I 

In the film, committee members declare the studei^ 
lemonstrators were “toying with treason” as the dupes of 
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-a Communist drive to destroy the committee and wrecks 
fthe nation’s security system. 

COMMITTEE FOES CHARGE the film is a dishonest] 
^distortion. They call the movie the principal instrument 
of “vivid stimulus” spreading a grass-roots revival of 
McCarthyism— without a personal leader like the late 
Red-hunting Senator Joseph McCarthy. 

Federal Bureau of Investigation Director J. Edgar 
Hoover said last summer that investigation made it 
evident that students participating in the demonstration 
were incited and used as dupes by Communist subver- 
sives. 

The violent disagreement has reached into churches, 
schools and industry across the nation, and is continuing 
to spread. 

MORE THAN 600 COPIES of the film have been sold, 
at $100 a copy, George Johnston, president of Washington 
Video Productions, Inc., said.- Johnson said Fulton Lewis, 
3rd, committee staff member and son of radio broad- 
caster, Fulton Lewis, Jr., edited the film and prepared 
the narration. 

Johnston said his organization “put together {assem- 
bled) the raw material^ for the film “at our own ex- 
pense as a business speculation.” ‘ 

The film carries no identification of its producers, 
editors or writers. But three committee members appear 
and* speak in the film. Fulton Lewis, 3rd, is the narrator. 

Chairman Walter submitted the narration text and a 
copy of the film as a documentary part of the commit- 
tee’s October 7, 1960, report to the House on the San Fran- 
ciso hearing. 

After an investigation of distortion charges, the St. 
Paul Chamber of Commerce declared in a resolution it 
believed any possible distortion were “only the result 
of condensing what happened over a three-day period 
pnto a 45-minute film.” j 

| The Florida Civil Liberties Union, however, criticized! 
Ithe production as distorted and urged that “the whole

If you find it to be an ac- 
curate and reasonable state- 
ment of the position of us so- 
called “objectors/’ you can, per- 
haps, use it as a brief when you 
explain to your parents or other 
off-campus people the recent 
goings-on. CertainMt is that 
hundreds of you are going to be, 
or already have been, ques- 
tioned about the matter. Al- 
ternatively, you can clip it and

I. The film in question has 
ten 6 been shown of late to 
varied audiences in the Seattle 
area. It was shown in, Savery 
Hall on campus to a sizable 
group of the faculty. It ran for 
approximately 60 minutes. 
After seeing the film some 90- 
odd faculty people, we among 
them, signed two identical 
letters, one to the Times, one to 
the P-i, which, stated our ob- 
jections to some parts of the 
film and its commentary. 

A few days later, after dis- 
cussion of the matter had be- 
come widespread in Seattle and 
in its press, Channel 13 - TV 
showed to the public an ab- 
breviated (about 30 minutes) 
version of this film. In it most 
of what we had found objection- 
able was missing. This cut, 
carefully “edited,” version car- 
ried no explanation that it was 
not the film and commentary to 
which members of the faculty 
lad objected. 

j ! Another showing to the pub- 
_ 1c at a downtown theater like- 
yise was of the short version. 
Thousands of people have thus 


been led, or rather misled, to 
believe that what they had seenf 
and heard was the same as that! 
to which we of the faculty had! 
objected. And thus much con-| 
fusion and misunderstanding^ 
has arisen. 

II. We “objectors’’ then be- 
. gan receiving letters and post- 
cards, many of them anony- 
mous, some, of them scurrilous 
and - even threatening, which 
pointed out the evil of our ways, 
our lack of patriotism, our soft- 
ness on communism, etc. etc. 
The “reasoning" behind almost 
all of these communications can 
fairly' he outlined thus: 

a) .. We are engaged in dan- 

gerous rivalry, if not yet 
in a hot war, with the 
Communists ; 

b) The film “Communism on 

the Mapf” is obviously 
anti-communist ; 

c) Therefore, anyone whof 

finds fault with the film! 
must be pro-communist.| 

The conclusion thus drawn isl 
illogical, but worse than that 
it is positively dangerous to our 
national security. We had not 
objected to the film because it 
is anti-communist. We are anti- 
communist. We objected, 
rather, because we were con- 
vinced that the filin is frighten- 
ingly anti-American, that far 
from being effectively and truly 
anti-communist it in reality can 
be used to serve the comma- _ 
nists’ ends. From the stand- 
point of their strategy in the 
cold war the showing of this 
film, we believe, might well 
be encouraged by the commu- 
nists themselves! 

III. Our objections to the 
film and commentary (60 
minute version) can be summed 
up thus: 

a) This whole production' 
(pictures and voice) is 
baser! on ffte nsriliinpfinn ... 
that the end justifies the , 
means, and that in con- 
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sequence untruths a n (1 

i half-truths which appear 
in it are excusable or 
should be disregarded be- 
cause of the good vends 
“intended.” We believe, 
on the contrary, that 
good and effective educa- 
tion — the film purports 
to be educational — can 
never be packaged in 
such an unreliable, leaky 
container. 

b) The film creates the im- 
pression, very dangerous 
for us if it were to sink 
in, that the Soviet and 
Chinese communists are 
supermen, that somehow 
or other they never have 
committed any strategic 
or tactical blunders, and 
that we Americans have 
been and are virtually 
helpless in the face of 
their seemingly invincible 
expansibn. We think the 
situation suggested by 
the film is not a true 
one. We believe that 
Americans, behind a good 
and a strong national 
policy, need not fear the 
outcome of our struggle 
with the communists, 
c) Finally, the film would 
have it that the TI.S. no 
longer has any trust- 
worthy allies, unless they 
may be Formosa, Swit- 
zerland and West Ger- 
many. Would the spon- 
sors and makers of this 
film and commentary 
have us drop NATO? 
- Have us kick in the teeth 
the United Kingdom, 
France, Turkey et al ami 
blithely go it alone? We 
“objectors” are horrified 
to think what, would in- 

I evitably happen if this 
film, which is positively 
insultiiig to our allies, 
were to be shown in Lon- 
don or Pirns or Ankara . 


IV. A suggestive analog#: 
Last December the Huskils t 
were being prepared for a “way’ < 
with the Gophers to be fought 
in Pasadena. How would Husky 
fans have reacted had Jim 
Owens at that time encouraged 
our Huskies to believe that the 
Gophers were super-creatures, 
that they had never lost a ; 
battle, and were licking their ; 
chops, or whatever it is that ; 
Gophers lick, at the prospect of 
their next victory? Had he 
substituted locker-room “fear 
rallies'' for careful, factual, 
truthful briefing on Gopher his- 
tory and strategy? Had he 
warned the Husky co-captains 
that they could not trust or 
depend , on their own team- 
mates ? The answer seems clear 1 
to us. Jim Owens would not 
have been fired; he would have 
been lynched. 

V. Several good questions re- 
main vvitliout answers. Who, 
what interests are behind this 
film? Who put up the money 
for it? Wlio or what persuaded 
the little and virtually unknown 
Harding College at Searcy, 
Arkansas ,and its president. Dr. 
George S'; Benson, to lend their 
names as sponsors to give the 
film its speciously intellectual 
respectability? Much money, 
and effort have gone into the 
making of “Communism on the 
Map.’* One wonders whose 
money and whose effort. 

VI. Here is a final question 
relevant to the subject of this 
letter and one to which there 
should be but one, unanimous, 
loud answer: Is it wise, prudent, 
and patriotic for an American 
to assume unquestioningly the ' 
infallibility and the good mo- j 
tives of every person or organi- 1 
zation that advertises himself 
or itself as Anti-Communist? 
If any considerable number |f 
our citizens would answer 

to that question, then God help 
our country. 1

\ fganthal Plan. Under this 
! (proposal, Germany would have

tion. 

In turn, Morgan thal, Secre- 
tary of the Treasurer at that 
time, had as his second in com- 
mand Dexter White, later 
proved to be a communist. 

“DEXTER WHITE really ac- 
complished much for the com- 
munists.” 

In the case of China, similar " 
subversion took place when the 
Institute of Pacific Relations 
was organized.” This group did 
much to lose China for Amer- 
ica,” he said.

We did not use our 
military might in Cuba and we 
lost.” 

He called upon his audience 
to inform itself through read- 
ing J. Edgar Hoover’s Masters 
of Deceit, reports of investigat- 
ing bodies such as the House 
Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, “The Naked Communist, 
and X Led.^Three Lives. 

Because Congressional investi- 
gating committees require wit- 
nesses to testify under oath, 
communists and subversives 
fear them, he said. 

SUBVERSIVES dislike to re- 
veal themselves, Benson con- 
tinued, “but they do not like 
to lie under oath.” They know 
that Alger Hiss was foiled foA 
perjury — not for any activit 
ties.

Some of your editorial comment on Dr. Nils 
Andren was, incorrect. Dr. AnJren was not 
sponsored by the Swedish Embassy. He is a 
visiting Fulbright scholar at the University of 
Berkeley and his trip to Northwest Univer- 
sities was sponsored by the Conference Board 
of United Research Councils of America under 
,the Smith-Mundt Lecture Project. Since for- 
eign scholars are supposed to meet as many 
Americans as possible, I arranged for Dr. 
Andren’s visit with th 2 local chapter of the 
United Nations. He also spoke at Gonzaga to 
several student groups and to the Town and 
Gown Forum. His topics were confined to poli- 
tics, economics and education, since Dr. An- 
dren is one of his country’s experts on Ameri- 
can government and also the dean of the Uni- 
versity of Stockholm’s International Graduate 
School. 

I also heard the speech o'f Dr. Chisholm; 
former head of the United Nations Health 
Organization. He explained the functions of 
the different United Nations Agencies, and 
justified their, necessity. His reasoning was 
based on the fact that traditional concepts of 
national authority are in a crisis, and that 
modern man can no longer afford to pursue 
the traditional ways of ’ survival, especially 
when this means war.

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Statement Of Bay Area Students: 


The propaganda film “Operation Abolition” was made 
by carefully editing and selecting parts of news film sub- 
poenaed from San Francisco television stations by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (H.C.U.A.). 
These films were used in “Operation Abolition” without 
the knowledge or the permission of the owners, KP1X-TV 
and KRON-TV. 

Note that no credits are given: there has been no 
one willing to take responsibility for this shamefully 
distorted film. 

The first question we might raise in why are we not 
told who made it? Who paid for it? Who decided what film 
footage would be used? Who wrote the commentary? 
Who is financing the distribution of the film? These ques- 
tions are ones which a concerned public must want an- 
swered, but they are questions the film leaves unanswered 

Now, what of the film itself? It attempts to portray 
the recent San Ffanoicd demonstrations ^ against the- 
H.C.U.A. as a Communist-incited riot in which thousands 
oi students Were duped into defying law and order. 

This is probably the, conclusion you will reach if you, 
make the mistake of relying on this film as your sole 
source of information. The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, in' this sorry attempt to discredit 
legitimate criticism of itself as a Communist plot, has omit- 
ted or distorted innumerable important facts. 

More important than what this film says is what it 
does not say.

All these protests against the H.C.U;A. are a matter 
of public record as are the numerous similar stands from 
institutions and individuals throughout the nation. 

THE FILM FAILS TO TELL US about the now fam- 
ous “white cards.” These passes were issued in advance 
to organizations favored by the Committee# at the ex- 
pense of individuals who had waited patiently in line for 
admittance to hearings which had been announced as 
open to the public. No notice had been given to the public 


that passes would be necessary or available. This practice, 
despite repeated protests by. those unfairly excluded, was 
largely responsible for the demonstrators’ increasingly 
vocal opposition to the hearings. The rigging of the seating 
was so clearly unfair that San Francisco County Sheriff 
Matthew Carberry agreed to intervene on behalf of the 
public and attempted to change the “white card” discrim- 
ination so that the public could attend the hearings on 
a “first come, first served” policy. 

One of the many purposeful misrepresentations in the 
film is that statement that only 100 passes were issued for 
admission to a hall which is alleged to hold 400 people. 
By this misrepresentation, the film attempts to mislead 
those who see it into assuming that only one-fourth of 
the hall was filled by those sympathetic to the H.C.U.A. 
while the rest, of the seats were available to the general 
public. The facts of the matter reveal a -completely dif- 
ferent situation:

On that 
morning, at least 75% of the hearing room was filled 
with guests invited by the Committee. : 

These last two facts Were both admitted by William 
Wheeler, West Coast investigator and spokesman for the 
H.C.U.A., August 9, 1960, on “The Goodwin Knight Show,” 
KCOF-TV, Los Angeles. 

- ‘THE FILM FAILS TO TELL US of police brutuality. ' 
Such incidents Were carefully deleted. Observed New 
York Post correspondent Mel Wax, “Never in 20 years as 
a reporter have I seen such brutality.” 

Police hurled women down the staircase. One woman 
was dragged through glass from a broken door pane. San 
Francisco Chronicle reporter George Draper wrote: “One 
plump girl was shoved from the top of the stairs and 
tumbled and slipped down two flights to land like a bundle 
of clothing at the bottom.” Two policemen grabbed a thin 
boy. A third officer clubbed him three times and with 
rthe-4ast blow~he -went^limp, _ Said_ JDjrapei^ ^Yp^^ 
hear the .hollow smack of the club striking . . . Police 
Were now clubbing demonstrators at will.” (San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle: May 14, 1960) 

The film attempts to convince us that only the 
“Communist and pro-Communist” press asserted police 
brutality and that this assertion was untrue. This is but 
one more of the film’s purposeful distortions. In fact, such 
publications as the San Francisco Chronicle, the New 
York Post, Frontier, the Californian, and the Oakland 
Tribune reported that the police action was unduly brutal. 
This is hardly a list of Communist or pro-Communist 
publications : 

The Graduate Psychological Association of the Berke- 
ley Campus called on Governor Brown for an investiga- 
tion. ' ■ - 

State Attorney General Stanley Mosk was asked by 
65 Berkeley and 88 Stanford faculty members for an “im- 
partial inquiry” into police activity during the riot. 


0 


The California Federation of Teachers Executive 
Council thanked the students for “their dedication and 
courage to protest, even in the face of brutal and unjusti- 
fiable coercion and arrest.” 

In viewing the film one must remember that in spite 
of the assertions of the provably false commentary on the 
sound-track, the films have been edited, and parts of the 
original film footage which disprove the film’s assertions 
were not produced. According to news members of KPXX- 
TV, footage which shows unjustified use of police clubs 
on demonstrators was deleted from the movie. Once again 
the facts reveal the movie to be a purposefully distorted 
account of the truth, and brings into serious question the 
honesty of the members of H.C.U.A. who by their ap- 
pearances in the film, endorse its assertions. 

THE FILM FAILS TO TELL US the truth about stu- 
dent behavior. Listen carefully to the film's commentator. 
He asks you to believe that students were violent, that 
they induced a stroke in a 61-year-old policeman by 
knocking him down, and that they , invited the fire hoses 
by charging the, barricade and by attacking another police- 
man and striking him with his billy. 

THESE CHARGES HAVE BEEN DENIED. No wit- 
nesses have been produced who can verify them. Note that 
there are no pictures of these “events.” You see nothing 
on the screen to suggest that these “events” occurred. , 

Sworn depositions photographs and on-the-spot re- 
cording all testify to the utter fallaciousness of the film’s 
assertions. In the face of such evidence the film offers no 
proof other than the assertion of the sound-track that 
such an event occurred. It is further to be noted that no 
person was arrested for the act of rushing the barricades. 
In spite of the attempts made by the H.C.U.A. to capitalize 
upon confused and inaccurate reports of the events which 
were promulgated the day of the demonstrations, the public 
record clearly shows that the film's assertions are not true. 

One of the more outrageous perversions of truth per- 
petrated by the film is the charge that attempts by the 
police to communicate with the demonstrators were “met 
by jeers and bops.” The film attempts to mislead the pub- 
lic by splicing together events which occurred hours apart 
and presenting them as if one followed immediately after 
the other. The first scene, showing Police Inspector Shelly 
speaking to the demonstrators, is immediately followed in 
, the film, by a shot of students singing and chanting;- What 
are the facts? 

You will notice that the film fails to provide the sound- 
track of th A event it supposedly portrays. We can under- 
stand why those who made the film omitted this, for the 
sound track would reveal the commentary, to be a lie. 
Every time that the police or the sheriff spoke to the 
demonstrators, attention was given and the requests of the 
law-enforcement officers were compiled with. Sheriff 
Carberry testified to the truth of this assertion over a pub- 
lic telecast on KQED-TV (San Francisco). Unedited tapes 
of, the demonstration also substantiate this assertion. 
Further William Wheeler/ again on August 9th, admitted 
that the sequence of events in the film were changed and 
that the shot of the vocal demonstration did not follow on 
the heels of the communication to the demonstrators by the 
police. (KCOP-TV). , 

HOW CAN THE FILM BE ACCEPTED, as a true re- 
port of the San Francisco demonstrations when ever the 


Chief Investigator for the Committee on the West Coast 
succumbs to the overwhelming evidence to the contrary 
and admits that the film distorts the events of May 12-14? 

THE FILM FAILS TO TELL US what really went on 
inside the hearing room. The film does show the squelched 
attempts of dissenting witnesses to read their statements; 
It does not show the freedom granted to “friendly” wit- 
nesses to read theirs. 

It does not inform us that the sound-track which ac- 
companies the film which was shot inside the hearing 
room during the demonstrations of the subpoenaed per- 
sons was a composite track made up of several tapes taken 
both inside and outside the ^hearing room. 

These are some of the means whereby the film dis- 
torts the record. In addition, the film tries to smear the 
residents of the Bay Area who protested its three-day 
hearings in Sari Francisco. This the H.C.U;A. attempts 
to do m this film with its traditional and, by now, hack- 
neyed innuendoes to the effect that anyone who criticizes 
the Committee must either be a Communist or is, in some 
mysterious way, a Communist dupe. 

The words “dupe” and “duping” are used indiscrim- 
inately in the film “Operation Abolition.” Perhaps these 
terms are relevant to the film itself, for this film endorsed 
by the H.C.U.A., admittedly distorted by its makers, is 
presented to the American people as a “true” story of 
what happened. Distortion is dishonest no matter who 
does the distorting, but it is a particularly grave matter 
when members of Congress participate in the distortion. 
Lack of respect for honesty has long been characteristic 
of the H.C.U.A. and is the reason countless citizens and 
organizations throughout the nation have added their 
voices in opposition to this particular Committee of Con- 
gress. A Committee which reveals/ such open contempt for 
the ideal of an informed American public and for pur 
democratic institutions must, in the words of the Cali- 
fornia AFL-CIO, “be summarily dismissed.” 

WHAT IS THE COMMITTEE’S REAL MOTIVE IN 
SUPPORTING THE DISTRIBUTION OF THIS FILM? The 
answer is’ quite simple: In the face of an ominous ground- 
swell of opposition from highly reputable sources the Com- 
mittee has been driven to desperate, almost hysterical at- 
tempts to justify its existence. 

We must keep in mind that the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities can have but one legitimate func- 
tion: to conduct investigations which would provide in- 
formation for necessary remedial legislation. That is the 
sole justification for any legislative body. 

What have been the results? The Committee’s activi- 
ties have not produced a single significant piece of legis- 
lation. Perhaps this should not surprise us since it ha 
tried to investigate in those areas of free speech and peace- 
ful association in which the Constitution prohibits legis- 
lation. 

This has not, however, prevented the Committee from 
persistently and outrageously violating the Constitutional 
rights of citizens who have been forced to appear before 
it for interrogation and harassment. A steadily growing 
condemnation has finally become sufficiently widespread 
to have a major impact on American society. 

In the historic 1957 Watkins Decision, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court declared: “Who can define the meaning of 
‘Un-American’? . . • There is no Congressional power to 



expose for the sake of exposure . . . (Committee investi- 
gations) can lead to ruthless exposure of private lives in 
order to gather data which is neither desired by Congress 
nor useful to it.” 

Justice Black, in his magnificent dissent in the 1959 
Barenblatt Decision which was joined in by Chief Justice 
Warren and Justice Douglas, and concurred in by Justice 
Brennan, stated the case against the H.C.U.A.: . . ex- 

posure and punishment is the aim of this Committee and 
the reason for its existence. To deny this aim is to ignore 
the Committees own claims and the reports it. has issued 
ever since it was established. I cannot believe that the 
nature of our judicial office requires us to be so blind, 
and must conclude that the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee’s ‘identification* and ‘exposure* of Communists and 
suspected Communists, like the activities of the Commit-' 
tee in Kilbourn v. Thompson, amount to an encroachment 
on the judiciary which bodes ill for the liberties of the 
people of this land. 

“Ultimately, all the questions in this case really boil 
down to one— whether we as a people will try fearfully 
and futilely to preserve Democracy by adopting totali- 
tarian methods, or whether in accordance with our tradi- 
tions and our Constitution we will have the confidence and 
courage to be free.** 

* 

It is impossible to list all the inaccuracies and dis- 
tortions in the film. We have already discussed some of 
the more flagrant misrepresentations, but there are many 
others. Let us examine a few: 

1. The film asserts that a “directive” was issued by the 
Students for Civil Liberties (S.C.L.) telling students 
to “laugh out loud” at the Committee, and was pub- 
lished on the front page of the student newspaper, 
the Daily California!^ at the University of California 
at Berkeley. The truth is that the newspaper, in a 
legitimate news article, reported an opinion which 
was expressed in an open meeting of S.C.L. This sug- 
gestion was not adopted by any organization parti- 
cipating in the demonstrations. The Oakland Tribune, 
which was the first source of the report that this 
was a student directive published by the Daily Cali- 
fornian, published a retraction, admitting that its re- 
port of such student “directive” was not true, The 
Saturday Evening Post. (Octqber 1, 1960), has also 
corrected its publication of this falsehood. 

' 2.' ~ The film "asserts,' “Am'ong the Communist leaders who - 
had an active part in the San Francisco demonstra- 
tions were Harry Bridges, who you see here being 
escorted out pf City Hall by police officials moments 
before the rioting broke out.” While we think that 
the report published under the auspices of the 
H.C.U.A. by J. Edgar Hoover contains as many dis- 
tortions of the events as the film and is primarily a 
piece of propaganda, let us look at Mr. Hoover’s re- 
port of this event: “Order had been restored when 
Harry Bridges, President of the International Long- 
shoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union, suddenly ap- 
peared on the scene” (Communist Target-Youth, page 
8). The emphasis has been added, and the point is 
clear, both of these assertions cannot be true. In this 
matter of Harry Bridges, which is one of the few in- 
stances where the Hoover report is accurate, it is the 
report by Mr. Hoover which is correct. (A complete 
analysis of the Hoover report is available from our 
organization . ) 


3. The film asserts, “Shortly after 11 o’clock (Thursday) 
Chairman Willis is forced to ask police to eject Archie 
Brown, several students and Merle Brodsky from the 
hearing room.” The fact is, that while Archie Brown 
was ejected on Thursday morning, no one else, was. 
The young lady shown in the film was ejected on 
Friday morning as was Brodsky. Several other stu- 
dents were ejected at this time. The reason, they told 
reporters, was that one of them smiled at something 
said during the hearings. Observers .who were pres- 
ent verify this report (Another interesting aspect 
of this incident is that no attempt was made by the 
Committee to fill the dozen or more seats vacated by 
the ejected students with those people who had 
waited in line since early morning, in spite of, the 
promise which had been made by the H.C.U.A. that 
any seat which became vacated would be filled by 
a person waiting for admission.) This telescoping 
of time may be but seemingly minor inaccuracy, but 
it shows the film’s intention to distort the true na- 
ture of the demonstrations against the H.C.U.A. It 
contributes to the overwhelming record of distortions 
which places the- film in the category of false propa- 
ganda, which reveals its complete inadequacy a3 evi- 
dence, and which negates its claim to be an honest 
documentary. Again and again this technique of 
dubbing-in scenes out of order is used to misrepre- 
sent the occurences during the days of the hearings. 
Several scenes (the large crowd scenes and all the 
scenes with mounted policemen) which were filmed 
Saturday, one day after the police riot, are presented 
as if they were from Thursday or Friday.. Certainly 
one cannot obtain a true impression of the events 
as they occurred if the film presents scenes which 

■ did not take place at the time the film would have 
us believe they took place. The scene showing stu- 
dents clapping and singing as they descended the 
staircase occurred at the end of the hearings on 
Thursday, not at the noon break on the way to the 
. . Union Square Bally as the film asserts, and is an- 
other example of the dishonesty of the film. 

4. While the actions by the subpoenaed people inside 
the hearing room on Thursday (fully 24 hours before 
the police riot) did develop into a demonstration 
against the Committee, the original purpose of lin- 
ing up before the railing was to present a petition 
to Congress, a right guaranteed by the Constitution, 
on behalf of the people standing before the Commit- 

- — tee.- 'The petition- read : “We petition this - arm of the 
United States Congress either to move to a larger 
hearing room or to open its doors on a first come, 
first served basis.” It was only when Chairman Willis 
refused to consider this petition for redress of griev- 
ances that the petitioners pressed their opposition to 
the Committee and its refusal to regard their request. 
As pointed out above, this distortion is compounded 
by the use of a “doctored” sound track, and the 
absurd implication that this demonstration inside 
the hearing room on Thursday set off the demon- 
. strations outside the hearing room on Friday. 

5. The film asserts that on Friday, 200 from the general 

public were admitted to the hearings. Mr. Wheeler 
had admitted that during the Thursday morning ses- 
sion when the percentage of the general public in 
the hearing room was the highest, only one-fourth of 
the room was filled by people without passes. On 
Friday morning, all impartial observers agree, no 



more than 30 people were admitted without white 

passes. The same observers estimate the maximum 
admitted from the general public on Friday afternoon 
to be 15. 

!. The film asserts that one of the songs the demon- 
strators sang was “lifted from the old Communists* 
People’s Song Book.** The fact is that this song, “We 
Shall Not be Moved,** was originally a religious 
spiritual and is >yell known to people acquainted 
with folk music. It is, in fact, the theme song of many 
of the sit-in demonstrators in the South. Certainly, 
contrary to the insinuations in the film, the mere 
use of a song does not characterize the policies of 
the singers. This, is certainly true when the film 
deliberately misreports the source of the song for 
the purpose of innuendo. 

. The sound track of the film asserts that the use of' 
the fire hoses was prompted by a rush of the demon- 
strators over the police barricades during the time 
a policeman was beaten. It is significant that no film 
shots of this alleged event are shown in the movie. 
The reason is simple: none exist. AH pictures taken 
at the start of the hosing show the demonstrators 
seated, separated from the police by barricades which 
have not been disturbed. For instance, the picture 
in the May 23 edition LIFE magazine shows this 
scene which points up to the gross misrepresentation 
of the facts by the film. In the LIFE photograph, 
the hoses are turned on although most of the students 
are not yet wet. You will notice in this photograph 
that the students are either seated - or are moving 
away from the barricade. There is no action in the 
photograph to substantiate the allegations made in 
the movie although this photograph was taken only 
a split second after the hoses were turned on- There 
'was no rush for the barricades; no policeman was, 
beaten. Photographs, eye-witness affidavits, and 
sound recordings all testify to the truth of this. On 
KQED-TV in San Francisco, Sheriff Matthew Car- 
berry told the public the true version of the events: 
“There was no act of physical aggression on the 
part of the students.’* ' : ' 

. The film would have us believe that the police gave 
notice that the building would have to be cleared, 
that they gave warning that hoses would be used. 
This is not true*. Sound-tapes taken on the spot when 
. Sheriff Carberry spoke to the demonstrators, one 
hour and fifteen minutes before the hosings show 
.that he told them they could remain in the building, 
during this one hour and' fifteen minute period 
before the hoses were turned on, no official spoke to 
the group about any matter. No order to disperse was 
given, no warning was offered. Instead, hoses were 
turned upon the group of seated demonstrators. 

The film asserts that the sit-down by the students 
was called by “Communist agitators’’ after the hoses 
were turned on. This is a lie on two counts: 

a. The sit-down was called moments before the hoses 
were used in order to demonstrate to the police who 
were deliberately preparing the hoses, that the dem- 
onstrators intention was to be non-violent. 

b. Contrary to the film’s vicious innuendo, the call for 
the sit-down, regardless of its source, was a re- 
sponsible action designed to prevent panic. In point 
of fact the call for a sit-down came from responsible 


student leaders who had become known to the dem- 
onstrators and who were respected by them. At least 
one of the two or three who suggested the sit-down 
was a student who had spent all the morning urging 
the police to take action which would prevent vio- 
lence of any sort and who had been spurned by the 
police who seemed intent upon their own inept poli- 
cies. Seeing that the police would take no respon- 
sible action, these students did what the authorities 
refused to do: they insured an orderly and legiti- 
mate demonstration, and; their suggestions were 
complied with by the demonstrators. 

The film asserts that “four students suffered minor 
injuries, eight policemen are injured to the point 
where they require hospitalization.” The fact is, as 
reported in the San Francisco newspapers, that one 
student suffered a ruptured eardrum, two had head 
injuries requiring several stitches, one girl’s tooth 
was knocked out, one man’s back was injured to the 
point where an operation is necessary. The injuries to 
the police are as follows: two heart attacks and one 
stroke (perhaps a comment more upon the physical 
condition of the police rather than upon the “vio- 
lence” of the students), one bump on the head, one 
bitten thumb, and one wrenched back. 

The film asserts, “One of the Communist professional 
agitators arrested is Vernon Bown, who was in 1954 
among the notorious ‘Louisville Seven,* charged at 
that time with sedition, destruction of property, con- 
spiring to destroy property to achieve a political end, 
and contempt of court.” The truth is that the H.C.U.A. 
itself, in its Friday morning hearing, indicated that 
Vernon Bown is , not a member of the Communist 
Party. Less ironic and more flagrantly defamatory 
is the statement about Mr. Bown’s court “record.” 
The film omits the vital background in the case. Mr. 
Bown was guarding the home of a Negro family 
which had been threatened by racists in a Southern 
state. The house was subsequently bombed by a 
group of segregatibnists in an automobile, and Bown 
was indicted for the bombing. The charge was 
sedition (to overthrow the Southern state), arid the 
destruction of property with which he was charged 
was the destruction of the house he was attempting 
to protect. What the film does not tell us is that the 
laws under which Bown was indicted were declared 
un-Constitutional by the United States Supreme 
Court. The film did not tell us that these charges 
were thrown out by the courts, and that Vernon 
Bown was never convicted of these “crimes.” It is a . 
sacred American principle that a man is innocent 
until proven guilty, but the H.C.U.A., in its attempts 
to justify its own existence, disregards this principle. 

. Furthermore, it is frightening that a branch of the 
House of Representatives, which is financed sup- 
posedly to discover “facts,” would purposely dis- 
tort the facts in a case in which the truth is a matter 
of public record. We maintain that the flagrant dis- 
tortions exhibited in this film are indicative of the 
traditional H.C.U.A. contempt for the intelligence 
of the American public. 

* 

The film asserts that the demonstrators were “duped” 
by a handful of Communist agitators. Nevertheless, 
beyond this assertion no evidence is presented. No 
arrests of “Communist agitators** were made at the 
time of the demonstrations, nor have any been made 
subsequently. Surely, if “agitators” did incite the 


denKmstrators to riot, this is a crime, and if the 
film’s assertion that these people are known is true, 
why have no arrests been made on this charge? The 
answer is clear: the assertion by the film is untrue, 
and even the makers of the film, the H.C.U.A. and the 
law-enforcement agencies have been unable to pro- 
\ duce any evidence to substantiate this irresponsible 
charge. It is certainly difficult to believe. In the ab- 
sence of any real evidence to the contrary, that high- 
ranking students from some of the nation’s finest col- 
leges and universities could be; “dupes” of any group. 
To prove this assertion requires a great deal more 
documentation than has' been offered by those who 
have attempted to discredit the San Francisco dem- 
onstrations. 

13 . The' film asserts that it presents the true testimony 
of William Mandel, but it is clear from the film that 
much of what Mr. Mandel said to the Committee 
was edited out of the filin. Even more important than 
this flagrant attempt to doctor the record is the 
; significance of the fact that not one of the charges 
voiced against William Mandel or against any of the 
other dissenting witnesses was based upon evidence 
presented before the Committee and display d by 
them. The 1 . Committee bases its attacks upon allegedly 
unimpeachable informers, but it has consistently 
been , afraid to present these dubious “sources” for 
examination. Typical of the Committee’s procedure, 
no evidence! against these people was presented, no 
. witnesses against them were produced, no cross-exam- 
ination was permitted. The Committee’s procedure, 
far from being based upon the concepts of Anglo- 
Saxon jurisprudence which guarantees fair play to. 
the accused, the Committee’s methods are totalitar- 
ian in concept: unidentified, irresponsible, unevalu- 
ated and nameless reports are given as the source 
of unsubstantiated charges. The Committee denied the 
accused, the right to know and refute his calumnia- 
tors., ■ 

THIS IS THE H.C.U.A. AND ITS METHODS. 

These are but some of the distortions in this film en- 
dorsed by members of the H.C.U.A., which pretends to s 
be a documentary. Doesn’t this last example of the typical 
disregard on the part of the Committee for honesty, for 
decency, for fundamental Constitutional rights provide one 
more reason for the , urgency of its abolition?

4. To present the truth about what happened in San 
Francisco on May 12-14. 

5. To help contribute financial , aid to the defense of 
Robert Meisenbach, who was one of those arrested 
on May 13 and whose case is the only one still 
before the courts. He is charged with felonious 
assault and we are ^dedicated to his defense and. 
to prove his innocence. 

The Executive Committee of our organization is com- 
posed of Burton White, Irving Hall, and J ane O’Grady, 
students at the University of California, Rebecca Jenkins 
and Bruce Benner, students at San Francisco State College.

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Forgery by Film 

A propaganda movie called Operation Abolition, 
confected in large part by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, is now being given 
wide commercial distribution. The movie presents 
a mendaciously distorted view of the demonstra- 
tions staged by a group of college students when 
the committee held hearings in San Francisco last 
May. This is a flagrant case of forgery by film. 

The film warps the truth in two important re- 
spects. First, it suggests as its main thesis that 
the demonstrations were Cohimuziist-inspired * and 
Communist-led. Diligent inquiry has led us to 
a conviction that this charge 1$ wholly unjustified. 
It cannot be asserted of course, that no Com- 
munists ftojr pert in tie demonstrations. But 
the main body et students who picketed the Com- 
mittee hearings in protest were inspired only by 
their own valid tad thoroughly creditable indig- 
nation at the Committee’s conduct; and they were 
led by fellow-students" loyal to American ideals 
and acting in accordance with that loyalty. 

Second, tiie JEra attempts to represent the riot- 
ing which followed the student protest as re- 
sulting entirely from student violence and dis- 
order. In point of fact, the Ban Francisco police 
acted with altogether needless brutality, turning 
fire hoses on students whose protests were not 
flagrantly unruly. In an article telling about the 
film in the current of The Reporter f Paul 
Jacobs, a respected West Coast newsman, explains 
• how the distortion was acompjished: 

Both the narration and the way the film clips 
were edited deliberately distort a number of 
facts. For example, separate sequences have 
been run together in Operation Abolition to 
, give the impression of mob action, and the film 
shows student displaying defiance after police 
warnings, although actually the demonstrations ' 
occurred at a completely different time . ; . 
After the riots were over, the sheriff of San 
Francisco County said:' “There was no act of 
physical aggression on the part of the students.” 
The film is made up of newsreel shots sub- 
penaed by the Committee . and edited by mem- 
bers of its staff who also supplied a highly 
loaded running commentary; The Committee then 
turned this concoction over to a commercial film 
company which, according to Mr. Jacobs, has sold 
500 prints of it during the past few months at 
$100 each. The film was made an official House 
document and advertised by the Committee in 
a special publication. In every respect— in its 
distribution for private profit, in its falsification 
of facts, in its whitewashing of the Un-American 
Activities Committee— this film makes a dirty joke 
of the ccngre«ion&J investigating power.

That curious little film fraud— a movie called 
Operation Abolition — concocted by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American -Activities and given com- 
mercial distribution „ with the Committee's blessing 
r - ' J^is how being shown to employes not only by 
private industrial concerns but by Government 
agencies as well. The film gives an elaborately 
edited— and elaborately distorted— view of the stu- 
dent demonstrations against the Committee in San 
' Francisco last May, It was shown last week, 
according to a letter published here Tuesday, to 
>■- employes of 1 the Department of Health, Education 


and Welfare. 

When a corporation buys a print of this film, it 
is guilty of nothing worse than wasting money 
that belongs to its stockholders and time that its 
employes could use much more profitably for a 
coffee break. But when a Federal agency buys 
the film, it is wasting taxpayers’ money and wash* 
ing it for a purpose which is essentially improper* 
The Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
is not an advertising agency for the House Com- 
mi t tee on Un-American Activities. 

It is still more disquieting to suppose, as our 
correspondent suggested, that the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare shows this film in 


order to promote national security. For the aim 
and impact of the film is to discourage dissent 
Student protests against the HUAC may be a threat 
fo the Committee; but they are not a threat to the 
Nation. On the contrary, they are a heartening 
symptom of reviving national health.

\yTTH THE ACTIVE HELP of 
the House Un - American 
Activities Committee, a com- 
mercial film company in Wash- 
ington, D. C., has sold five hun- 
dred prints of a movie called 
Operation Abolition during the 
past few months at $100 each. 
Although the committee has at- 
tempted to disguise its role, it 
is responsible for much of the 
production of the film, which 
presents a distorted version of 
demonstrations that were staged 
by a group of college students 
when the committee had hear- 
ings in San Francisco last May

was needed for “documents- 
tion.” Neither the studios, the O 
staff photographers, nor the re- { G 
porters were paid for their film, 
although Operation Abolition is 
ostensibly a commercial ven- 
ture. • 

The prints were sent to Wash- 
ington, where the committee 
staff edited the film and wrote 
a commentary for it After that had 
been done, film and commentary 
were turned over to a commercial 
film company, Washington Video 
Productions, to be made into a movie. 

“Buddy” Lewis assisted the com- 
pany with the technical work on the 
film, and the narrator’s voice is his. 
Representatives Francis E. Walter 
(D., Pennsylvania), chairman of the 
committee, and Gordon Scherer (fL, 
Ohio), a committee member, both 
appeared as commentators. The film 
was then made an official House 
document and advertised by the 
committee in a special publication, 
“The Communist-Led Riots Against 
the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities in San Francisco, May 
12 - 14 , 1960 ” 

The film iftarif opens without any

of the usual ^credits. Instead, Con- 
gressman Walter launches immedi- 
ately into the main theme of the 
picture, which is to suggest that the 
demonstrations were Communist- 
inspired and Communist-led. In the 
attempt to prove this assertion, both 
the narration and the way the film 
dips were edited deliberately distort 
a number of facts. 

For example, separate sequences 
have been run together in Operation 
Abolition to give the impression of 
mob action, and the film shows stu- 
dents displaying defiance after police 
warnings, although actually the dem- 
onstrations occurred at a completely 
different time. And the police use of 
fire hoses on the students is justified 
on the basis of the claim that the 
stude nts attempted to rush police 


barricades inside the City 
Hall, where the committee was 
holding its hearings. But no 
film accompanies the commen- 
tary about this alleged attempt; 
in fact, photographs taken at the 
time show the students seated 
on the floor and in the corridors 
when the hoses were turned on 
them. After the riots were over,

tion disagreed with the film’s 
presentation of the events, mem- 
bers of the group were warned 
of vague but dire consequences 
that " might’ follow if they continued 
in their protests. 

Students at the University of Cali- 
fornia in Berkeley have prepared a 
detailed answer to the movie which 
they are distributing wherever they 
can. William Wheeler of the House 
committee staff has admitted on a 
Los Angeles TV program that there 
were distortions in the film. 

Some of the students may have 
misbehaved, but no evidence has 
been offered proving that tkeir 
original demonstration was under 
the control of the Communist Party. 
Although Operation Abolition seems 
to be doing well at the box office, 
this unusual venture of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties into moviemaking is not apt to 
win any prize for accuracy. 





Seminar Audience-Sees 
California Riot Film

“Open the door. Open the door. 
What are you afraid of?” ' 

These words were chanted and 
sung in a stark drama shown on 
film at the National Security Sem- 
inar today. The film* “Operation 
Abolition,” recorded the riots 
which occurred in San Francisco 
last May during hearings on Cor&r 
munist infiltration ,of the water- 
front unions. 

Hot emotion -and’ physical vio- 
lence, things never expected be- 
fore a meeting of a government 
body in the United States, are 
shown in the controversial film. 

In 45 minutes, the film reveals 
what can happen in this country 
when hundreds of students and 
other adults protest and picket, 
and when violence’ is the last re- 
sort. The explosive combination 
of Communist organization and 
mob reaction are graphically por- 
trayed. 

The riots took place when the 
House Un - American Activities 
Committee attempted to hold the 
hearings in the San Francisco 
City Hall. 

TheJ room where the hearings 

weremeld was unable to contain 


all of the crowd that was protest- 
ing and when such persons as 
Archie Brown- of the ‘Longshore- 
men’s union was evicted from the 
assembly, for refusing to .comply 
with. the proceedings, songs and 
chants turned to action.
